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TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Provincetown, Massachusetts 


To the Citizens of Provincetown: 


We address this report to the citizens because throughout the year the 
Selectmen held twenty-four regular meetings and eight special meetings, 
at which times the Town Manager reported to the Selectmen the progress 
of those matters in which the Town had either interest or involvement, 
therefore the Selectmen are kept fully informed throughout the year. We 
will briefly summarize here the highlights of those matters which may not 
be included in the other annual reports. ' 


REVIEW OF PROGRESS © 


Harbor of Refuge. The latest information at year’s end indicated that 
construction would actually begin on the Breakwater during 1970, the 
Town having authorized its share of $380,000 of the three and one-half 
million dollar project. 


Evans Field. We received, during 1969, the deed which conveyed ap- 
proximately forty-eight acres of the area known as Evans Field and adja- 
cent acreage on the northerly side of Route 6. 


Railroad Right of Way. a. The State Department of Public Works 
received bids in December for the construction of the new roadway on the 
Railroad right of way from Conwell Street to Howland Street, now known 
as Harry Kemp Way. This Office obtained the necessary drainage and 
slope easements required prior to the taking of bids. 


b. Penn Central Railroad (successor to the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad) deeded to the Town the remainder of the Rail- 
road right of way, from Howland Street to the Truro town line, for the 
Town’s offer of $44,000. We will submit an article to raise the necessary 
money to purchase three privately owned parcels needed to provide com- 
plete ownership of the Railroad right of way. 


Cape End Manor. The EDA (Economic Development Administration) 
disapproved the Town’s application for a Supplementary Grant of $250,800 
to assist us in the construction of a new Manor building, so of course, the 
new Manor could not be built in 1969. We will submit articles: (a) to see 
if the Town wants to raise the necessary money to build a New Manor, 
and (b) or to see if the Town prefers to make alterations, including a small 
addition, to the existing Cape End Manor building. 


Comfort Station. After receiving bids and executing the contract for 
the construction of the new Comfort Station, work was stopped because of 
a Restraining Order obtained by two abutters. The Town’s position was 
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upheld by Superior Court, but appeal was taken to the Massachusetts Su- 
preme Court. We are still awaiting the Supreme Court hearing and decis- 
ion on the matter. 


Public Works Programs. Substantial progress was made in the con- 
struction of the Town’s continuing Public Works improvement programs, 
namely sidewalk rebuilding, water main replacement, street resurfacing, 
and drainage corrective installations. Details are to be found in the re- 
ports of the Highway and Water Departments. 


Real Estate Survey and Equalization. Under the direction of the 
Board of Assessors, the professional firm of J. M. Cleminshaw has for the 
past two years worked on a complete survey of real estate, and the work 
was completed at the close of 1969. The Board of Assessors will appraise 
all property at full and fair cash value for 1970. 


MacMillan Wharf. New roofing for the Town-owned building on 
MacMillan Wharf was installed. A new Town Float was built and sections 
of the concrete floor in the Town’s building were refinished. 


Public Safety Equipment. A new Police cruiser and walki talkis were 
purchased for the Police Department, and sixteen additional instalerts 
were purchased for the Fire Department. 


Water Supply. Our consulting engineers, Whitman & Howard, devel- 
oped preliminary plans for the building of a new Pumping Station and the 
installation of a new sixteen-inch water main, from the new Pumping 
Station (at the nearer of the two new sites tested within the National 
Seashore in Truro) to Provincetown. At year’s end we were making 
preparations for a Federal Grant application to assist us in the building 
of this project. 


Frost-Protected Water Line to MacMillan Wharf Building. After 
consideration and detailed study of various proposed methods of getting 
water to the MacMillan Wharf building on a year-round basis, the decision 
was made to install a two-inch copper frost-protected water line to the 
Town-owned building, and the pipe was purchased and delivered late in 
1969. Installation will be made in 1970. 


Public Works Building. Plans and bid specifications were prepared by 
Gaffney Associates, bids were taken, the contract was awarded and con- 
struction started on the new Public Works Building which is being erected 
on the five and one-half acre Town-owned site in the area of the old 
Auxiliary Pumping Station. This site had formerly been two and one-halt 
acres in size, but was increased to five and one-half as a result of ex- 
change of land with Robert E. Collinson. 


West End Parking Lot. Metcalf & Eddy, Engineers of Boston, were 
retained to assist us in developing preliminary plans and estimated costs 
for improving and probably enlarging the West End Parking Lot, includ- 
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ing installation of a boat launching ramp at that location. Articles will be 
included in the 1970 Annual Warrant. tc provide funds for these purposes. 


Chapter 90 Funds. State $6,500 and County $3,250 Chapter 90 funds 
were approved for construction work on Harry Kemp Way, together with 
previous accumulated State and County funds. 


Shellfish Program. State participating funds were obtained so that 
together with money appropriated by the Town, we were able to continue 


the shellfish propagation program. 


Library. a. Application was made and approved for State annual 
grant of funds amounting to $847.25 to assist the Library in its program. 


b. Application was also made for a grant to assist us in the construc- 
tion of an addition to the Library, but was not approved due to insufficient 
available Federal funds. 


MacMillan Wharf Building Lease. Early in 1969 the lease with Sea- 
food Packers was renewed for a period of three years at $10,400 annually. 


Coast Guard Lease. The Coast Guard renewed lease for docking of 
its boats for one year at $1,500. 


Mutual Fire Aid. Through agreement the National Seashore paid the 
Town $2,100 for stand-by availability of its fire equipment in the event 
of emergencies. 


Water Supply. Special Use Permit was renewed with National Sea- 
shore for exploration and development of water supply, at no cost to the 
Town. 


Rental of Town Offices. a. The Town received $2,400 for the rental 
of the offices used by the Second District Court. 


b. The Town received $1,500 from the State for the use of offices oc- 
cupied by the Welfare Agency. 


Water Rates. After the water commitment had been fully developed 
by Mr. John C. Corea, it became apparent to us that because total water 
income substantially exceeded total water expenses, that we would be 
justified in making a 10% reduction in the water bills for 1969. This 
adjustment was made on the water bills for the second half of 1969. 


Beautification of Town Property. Under the sponsorship of the Nauti- 
lus Club funds have been raised annually in recent years for the beautify- 
ing of Town-owned property. In 1969 the major project involved 
improvements at Memorial Park (formerly known as the Bas Relief area). 
Under the direction of Ben Kirkland, Landscape Architect, who drew the 
improvement plans, our Public Works employees and equipment moved two 
monuments (Dorothy Bradford and Mayflower Compact) to the area, 
prepared the beds for planting, and built the new sidewalk at the front of 
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the area. The scenic beauty of the new arrangement and planting was 
much enjoyed by both local citizens and visitors. 


PRIVATE ECONOMIC GROWTH CONTINUED 


In our annual report for 1968 we discussed economic growth and 
developments which we believed indicated reasonable expectation of future 
economic growth. We are happy to report that economic growth in 1969 
Supports our earlier prediction. There follow a few examples: 


Royal Coachman Motel.” Completed a new building of seventy units, 
including dining and other facilities. : 


Holiday Inn. Began construction on fifty new ped with dining and 
other facilities. 


Bradford Acres Motel. Construction partially completed at year’s end, 
providing fifty new units. 


William A. White. Completed construction of twelve Motel units. 
Gulf Oil Station. Completely rebuilt and enlarged. 


Alterations. Pilgrim Memorial Association completed substantial al- 
terations, and many other business establishments and homes ae 
improvements and/or alterations. 


Fishermen’s Wharf, Inc.. Started construction of a Marina facility at 
the wharf formerly known as Sklaroff’s Wharf. The development of this 
project advanced to the point that they were able to provide docking for 
about sixty boats in 1969. Their long- -range plans include extensive con- 
struction and development which would ultimately provide complete 
marina facilities for one hundred twenty boats. 


Fishing Co-Op. At year’s end a group of the younger fishermen was 
enthusiastically planning for the establishment of the long-awaited fishing 
cooperative for Provincetown. 


IN APPRECIATION 


The foregoing review touches upon a partial list of ecco pishments 
during 1969, and is indicative of substantial progress. 


I wish to extend my thanks to the Board of Selectmen, the Town 
Officials, the Town Employees and the Citizens whose cooperation and 
help have made possible the accomplishments of 1969.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL

re: Report of the Town Counsel 
Dear Mr. Hancock: 
This is my Annual Report as Town Counsel for the year 1969. 


This past year the Town Counsel had numerous matters referred to 
him for opinions, both written and oral. The drafting and review of docu- 
ments related to Town business as well as major and minor legal matters 
involving the Town were handled by this office. 


The suit by Daniel H. Hiebert, as Assignee of James M. Silva, vs. Town 
of Provincetown, involving a contract for labor and materials at the Prov- 
incetown Municipal Airport, to which reference was made in the last An- 
nual Report, has been settled by agreement of the parties for the sum of 
$3,000.00. 


Reference was also made in last year’s Town Report to the suit by 
Antonio Brito and others vs. Town of Provincetown seeking to prevent the 
construction of a new comfort station in the area between Lopes Square 
and Ryder Street Extension on the Northerly side of the Town parking 
area between the wharves. This case was tried in Boston before Justice 
James C. Roy, of the Superior Court and resulted in a decision favorable 
to the Town and a Decree was entered by the Superior Court dismissing 
the Bill of Complaint. This decision was appealed to the Supreme Judicial 
Court of the Commonwealth and this Appeal is now pending. 


Numerous problems were referred to the Town Counsel by the Build- 
ing Inspector and the Board of Zoning Appeals. 


A suit was instituted against the Building Inspector and others by L. 
William Newman et ux, and the suit was heard in Barnstable during the 
month of December. It is expected that a decision will be rendered some 
time in January 1970. 


A suit was instituted on behalf of the Health Agent against Henry Rose 
in Barnstable Superior Court arising from an alleged violation of the San- 
itary Code at “The Old Reliable Fish House”, but later compliance re- 
sulted in dismissal of this suit. 


There is pending the case of Virginia Olney Cabral vs. School Commit- 
tee of the Town of Provincetown, Josephine G. Cook, Salvatore Del Deo, 
Herman DeSilva, Martha Roderick, Mary L. Silva and Arthur P. Malch- 
man and Madeline M. Morey, as Civil Action No. 69-589-C, in the United 
States District Court for the District of Massachusetts, in which the De- 
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fendants were served on June 18, 1969, and are alleged to have violated the 
Civil Rights of the Plaintiff by not rehiring her as a non-tenure teacher. 
Damages are being sought in the sum of $100,000.00. Initial phases of this 
case were handled by the Town Counsel and, because of the specialized 
nature of litigation in the Federal Court, Attorney Joseph J. Balliro, of 
Boston, was retained as Associate Counsel. It is anticipated that this case 
will be reached for trial some time during 1970. 


There is also still pending a suit for personal injuries by Anna Or- 
Jando et al vs. Provincetown in Barnstable Superior Court as Case No. 
30314, arising from personal injuries alleged to have been caused by a de- 
fect in a public way. This case will probably also be reached for trial in 
1970. 


The Town acquired, in 1969, certain remaining land of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company right of way, and the appro- 
priate documents were reviewed and recorded with the Barnstable County 
_ Registry of Deeds on June 17, 1969. 


The case of Alice L. Reis, as Administrator of the Cape End Manor 
against Manuel Costa, Barnstable Probate Contempt No. 4089, which has 
been pending since 1969, was finally concluded with the recovery, from the 
Respondent, of more than $2,000.00, and this case was closed in 1969. 


Other matters effectuating Town Meeting votes and requiring legal 
services were handled by the Town Counsel and attention was given to all 
matters referred to this office by the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen, 
Board of Zoning Appeals, and other Town officials and committees. 


In conclusion, I would like to express my most sincere appreciation to 
the Town Manager, Selectmen, and all others whose assistance and cooper- 
ation have made my tasks most pleasant and rewarding.

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REPORT OF CAPE COD PLANNING AND 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION

Dear Mr. Hancock: 


The year 1969 proved to bc a progressive and saoneecias one ton ihe 
CCP&EDC. While the Commission, was formed in 1965, this year saw it 
completing its second year as a fully operational regional planning agency 
for Barnstable County. We are now well into our inventory phase of 
comprehensive regional planning and economic development programs. 
The Commission has accumulated an extensive amount of information 
and statistical data. This material along with a number of reference 
reports and technical publications acquired over the past year has been 
added to our office library files which are open to the public and created 
exclusively for your use. 


Several of the noteworthy study programs are as follows: 


1. Existing Land Use Inventory was begun in the summer of 1968 and 
has been completed with a mapping of at least 10 separate and distinct 
categories. A Master Tabular Summary Chart has been developed show- 
ing the ten regional land use categories by acreage for office references. 


2. Initial Comprehensive Housing Inventory has been prepared and 
to date has been approved by the Massachusetts Department of Commun- 
ity Affairs for office reference. 


3. A study of existing Zoning By-laws and Subdivision Regulations 
was undertaken and compiled in master chart form and compendium re- 
port respectively for a comparative analysis report for office reference. 


4. A survey of publicly owned Fresh Water Beaches started in the 
summer of 1968 has been completed by staff members for distribution. 


5. Population study. Extensive research and analysis resulted in the 
production of Working Paper No. 5, The Residential Population of Barns- 
table County and covers the years 1960 thru 1968 by town. Subsequent 
study efforts produced summer population estimates by housing type for 
the past season. A special Summary report is available. 


6. Transportation. A general overall inventory of the Cape’s existing 
transportation system was completed by the Commission’s consultants, 
Working Paper No. 6, Parts I and II. 


7. Regional Refuse Disposal. The Commission thru its Consultants 
completed an inventory of existing solid waste disposal facilities and pub- 
lished a report entitled “The Regional Public Facilities of Cape Cod, Part 
I, Regional Public Facilities.” Simultaneously, the Commission encouraged 
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the Towns to join and form the Barnstable County Regional Refuse Dis- 
posal Planning Board. Provincetown is a member of this Board with our 
representative being Mr. Gonsalves. 


8. Dennis Pilot Historical Archaeological Survey. The Commission’s 
‘Staff provided a great deal of technica] assistance and guidance to the 
Dennis Historical Society in a Survey which produced a detailed inventory 
of more than 200 individual structures and sites. Much of the material 
gathered included 40 slides which have been utilized in presentations to 
Historical Associations in other towns in hopes of inspiring similar inter- 
est. Other material accumulated is held for office reference. 


9. Building Activities. Two memos have been published exploring 
‘various aspects of building construction on Cape Cod. 


10. Grant Application Assistance has been rendered to the towns of 
Bourne and Mashpee. An important Phase of the CCP&EDC is encour- 
-aging and assisting town planning efforts on Cape Cod.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


This year will be the third year in a row that the tax rate has in- 
creased, and this year’s increase will be one of the largest we have ever 
had. Much of this large increase can be attributed to inflation. The cost- 
of-living increase granted to the town employees this year, based on 
national figures, is 6.4% of their salaries. Other costs have increased 
commensurately. However our tax rate increase will be approximately 12%. 
The Finance Committee is convinced that that same substantial increase 
this particular year would be unavoidable. However we feel that other 
factors in previous years have contributed to the unwarranted size of this 
increase. Fi 


For several years prior to 1968, our tax rate either declined or re- 
mained almost the same during a period of generally increasing costs. Our 
seemingly good fortune was essentially synthetic. In an effort to hold 
down the tax rate we deferred expenditures that were necessary, bonded 
others at a higher ratio than was needed, and also drew too heavily on 
our free cash. The Finance Committee continually disapproved of this 
latter practice but it is an unpopular cause. 
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Now, in effect, the chickens have come home to roost. We are in the 
position of having to pay out larger amounts to make up for our past 


economies. 


The average yearly increase in the tax rate over the past decade, in- 
cluding the large jump in 1970, has been $1.70 per year. This figure 
amounts to about 2%% yearly. This has been a much smaller percent of 
increase than the rising costs in our general economy. Therefore we be- 
lieve that we can expect still more big jumps during the future decade as 
we continue to pay the piper. 


Thinking in terms of decades past and future, we are reminded that 
this decede has been heralded as the Decade of Conservation. In a sense 
the Finance Committee works in this field, the conservation (or careful 
expenditure) of our assets. 


The careful expenditure of our assets relies in part on knowing their 
origins. Let us look for a moment at where the estimated $1,836,000 that 
we will spend this year will come from. A little more than one-third comes 
from such sources as fees, fines, licenses, school tuition, interest, excise 
taxes, and the state. Almost two-thirds ($1,126,900.00) comes from local 
taxation. Some interesting facts come to light if we look at who pays these 
taxes. Here are a few statistics: We have in Provincetown 45 restaurants 
with a seating capacity of over 6,000 people, we have over 100 shops, over 
3,500 rental units. At least nine-tenths of these taxpaying facilities are 
supported in whole or part by summer tourism. Almost one-third of the 
homes in town are summer homes. All of this boils down to the fact that 
well over 2 out of 3 of every tax dollar raised comes directly or indirectly 
from our summer residents and visitors. This is a conservative estimate. 
When these figures are coupled with the taxes derived from year round 
residents whose source of income is derived primarily in the summer 
months, a good case can be made for the fact that four-fifths of our total 
tax revenue results from our summer economy. 


Someone out there likes us. This brings us back to the term conserva- 
tion and its companion word pollution. Pollution results from a high 
concentration of people. We have this in the summer. The pollution 
takes the form of litter in our streets, noise pollution from faulty mufflers 
and motorcycles, marine oil and debris, as well as litter on our beaches. 
As the problem becomes more acute we wonder if the decent people out 
there will continue to like us. If they don’t, we are in financial trouble. 
The Finance Committee feels that it is time to start spending more of our 
tax dollars to assure a continuance of our major tax producers. We there- 
fore recommend at the start of this decade of conservation that the Prov- 
incetown Conservation Commission and the several town organizations 
concerned with civic and ecological betterment actively seek ways to aid 
the town government in combatting these problems. | 


Further, we recommend that the Police Department and other en- 
forcing agents and agencies such as the Health Inspector, Board of Health, 
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Dog Officer, Wharfinger and Harbormaster, Building Inspector, and Shell- 
fish Constable become more strict in enforcing the many town ordinances 
that have been established to control the problems of litter and pollution. 


Lastly and more specifically we recommend that more money be spent 
to purchase and service more trash receptacles throughout the town, and 
that men and materials be made available to clean the beaches from the 
Johnson Street Parking Lot west to the Colonial Wharf and any other 
beach that is subject to large public use and access. 


HOW THE RESERVE FUND WAS USED 


During 1969 the Appropriated Reserve Fund was $10,000, reduced from 
the $15,000 voted in the previous four years. By law the Finance Commit- 
tee may transfer money from this fund only for “extraordinary or un- 
foreseen” expenditures by the town. The list below explains where the 
-money went in 1969.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD

Dear Sir: 


The year 1969, although an extremely busy one for the Planning Board 
was at the same time a very disappointing one for its members in light of 
opposition, generally regarded as political, revealed at Town Meeting 
against much long term planning. The work of a Planning Board is two- 
fold, first to study the present needs of a community and second of equal 
importance, to consider the long term needs of the Town and to plan for 
its survival as desired by its citizens. To consider only the present needs 
entirely defeats the purpose of its existence. The greater part of the Plan- 
ning Board’s time during the past year was spent in preparing much 
needed legislation for inclusion in the 1969 Town Warrant and holding 
public hearings on these and related articles proposed by our citizenry. 


A number of Articles proposed by the Planning Board for inclusion in 
the Warrant were either not included or received opposition at the Town 
Meeting. Those accepted and favorably voted on included a much needed 
Sewer Planning Study, a Refuse Disposal Planning Study and an Article 
eliminating the words Tea Room from Class “W” Residential District. 


Those opposed and defeated included an Article re-zoning the land 
along the Old Railroad Property from Class “W” Residential to Class “B” 
Residential in the East End of Town; an Article covering the Setback of 
Buildings; another attempting to control Density Regulations of Lot Us- 
age; an Article designed to control Height of Buildings against high rise 
development; an Article regarding Issuance of Permits by the Building 
Inspector and lastly a much needed Sign Code on which the Planning 
Board spent more than a year in developing. 


Public Hearings were held also on Articles covering such items as the 
East End Playground; discussions of Arts and Crafts; a much needed Elec- 
trical Safety Wiring Code and the re-zoning of the forty-eight acres north 
of Route 6 recently deeded to the Town, which study and further hearings 
will be continued. 


The most important accomplishment of the Planning Board was the 
completion of the initial Master Plan for Provincetown by the Community 
Planning Services of Boston on which a number of public hearings were 
heid both at Town Hall and before interested local Associations. In fur- 
therance of this preliminary Master Plan your Planning Board created a 
Citizens Committee, headed by former Board Chairman Philip Malicoat. 
This committee has held numerous meetings with representatives of the 
Department of the Interior, the Department of Transportation and mem- 
bers of the National Seashore in association with the Community Planning 
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Services personnel. Their goal is to obtain the cooperation of the National 
Seashore to create suitable Parking and Historical Facilities for a Fishing 
Museum in the Park area. A result anticipated in this plan would be the 
relief of traffic congestion in the center of town during the summer sea- 
son. 


The Planning Board has, during the past year, been called upon to 
meet with the Board of Appeals and Board of Selectmen in an advisory 
capacity, where interpretation of Zoning and Building By-laws were con- 
cerned.

REPORT OF THE CEMETERY DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Town Manager: 


I wish to submit my report as Superintendent of the Town Cemeteries 
for the year of 1969. 


This year we reseeded many of the lots that needed this work, involv- 
ing placing of loam, seed, and fertilizer. We also watered more area than 
any other prior year to try to keep the grass green. What we need is a 
bigger pump to keep up with the watering and better care of the cemetery. 


We also painted the Tomb, and hot mixed the driveway in front of it. 
A lot more work was done in the Hamilton and Gifford Cemeteries by re- 
moving more granite posts and rusty pipes that were in the way of cutting 
grass and trimming. This will improve the appearance of the cemetery 
and also save the Town money on labor. 


With the help of the Street and Water Departments, we went over to 
the Oldest Cemetery (between Court and Winthrop Streets) and cut all 
the brush and trimmed the trees there. 


I wish to thank the Town Officials and the Town Manager for the 
help they gave me in my first year as Superintendent of Cemeteries.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Trustees have re-submitted an application to the Bureau of 
Library Extension in the event that there would be sufficient Federal 
funds for public library construction in 1970. A limited amount of carry- 
over Federal funds is available for 1970 along with a faint hope of addi- 
tional funds being appropriated. The Bureau needed current, up-dated 
information pertaining to the status of construction and planning. The 
Trustees are interested in a simple addition to the Library. 


Application was made for the 1969 state aid grant for public libraries. 
The Bureau of Library Extension notified the Trustees that our public 
library service in 1968 met all the requirements of the law and the mini- 
mum standards promulgated by the Board of Library Commissioners for 
participation in the grant program. Provincetown was certified for a 1969 
state grant of $847.25. 


During the 1968-1969 fiscal year there were 20 recipients in Massa- 
chusetts of scholarship grants from the Massachusetts Library Aid Associ- 
ation. These are available to librarians and library assistants in Massachu- 
setts communities composed of under 10,000 population. Receiving scholar- 
ship grants were Provincetown’s librarian, Mrs. Natalie Patrick and library 
assistant, Mrs. Alice Joseph. 


The Massachusetts Library Association plans to refile the state aid 
bill which failed of passage after having gone through the House of Repre- 
sentatives without opposition and had been referred to the Ways and 
Means Committee of the Senate. The Association will work for its passage 
during the 1970 legislative session. According to this, there would be an 
increase in the overall cost of state aid to public libraries via: 


a. direct state aid grants 


b. regional public library services. State funds for these would in- 
crease from 2.5 millions to 6 millions. 


The major support for public library services continues to be derived 
from the municipalities. 


In 1969, full services for the Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library 
System were developed. The resources of the sub-regional system have 
expanded with the availability of state and federal funds for staff, mater- 
ials and equipment. Preliminary services provided by the Boston Public 
Library, headquarters of the Eastern Region including interlibrary loan, 
film lending and reference services have improved with more resources 
and services available. The sub-region centers have teletype machines for 
communication with the headquarters library and this will expedite the 
interlibrary loan service. Expansion and improvement of regional service 
has been contemplated for the future in relation to increased state aid 
funds. Included in some of the planning are the following items: delivery 
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service for interlibrary loan material, exhibits, book selection centers, 
and a book deposit center for the Cape Cod area. 


The Trustees are members of the State Trustee Organization. Reasons 
for such an organization are the following: 


122 To educate the individual library trustee through publications, pro- 
grams and personal contact thus making the trustee aware of his responsi- 
bilities and potentialities. 


2. To inform and stimulate library trustees individually and as library 
boards by providing regular information about library developments and 
activities regionally and nationally as well as within the state. 


3. To work with librarians to plan for interlibrary cooperation and 
library systems in terms of each state’s Situation: historic, economic, geo- 
graphic. 


4. To work for library legislation for better library services and to 
make library development programs a reality. 


The same basic objects, of course, are better library trustees for bet- 
ter library service in the state. 


Once again the Bartlett Tree Experts twice sprayed the linden to con- 
trol aphids, cankerworms, anthracnose and Japanese beetles. 


An exciting find during Mr. Herman Rivard’s modernizing of the L- 
brary’s wiring system some time ago is being pursued by Mr. John Bell. 
Several hundred glass negatives were found. These were produced in the 
photography studio on the third floor of the library building constructed 
in 1874. Reprints will be made of the undamaged negatives. Also found 
were bottles, old railings, lighting fixtures and Knights Templars regalia. 


Again the Trustees wish to thank Mrs. Helen Silva for her excellent 
work as custodian. 


The Trustees are also appreciative of the help and cooperation given 
by the Town Manager, Mr. Robert Hancock. 


Libraries are necessary to man’s civilization and man’s survival. The 
Trustees are visible and feel responsible for the library. They take their 
public trust seriously as the public’s representatives in the library struc- 
ture.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


We've had a successful and busy year at the Library. Fourteen thou- 
sand and sixty books circulated this year. Add to this the records, books 
and films borrowed from Interlibrary Loan and all the requests for infor- 
mation on a variety of subjects like “What day did the Fourth of July 
fall on in 1956?” or “What type anchor did ships use in 1762?” and one 
realizes how interesting a librarian’s occupation can be. 


We added 54 books in large print to our library this past year. They 
are popular, not only with the people with sight problems, but also with 
the young people who find them to their liking for book reports and leisure 
reading. 


We lent 470 phonograph records. We borrowed 79 books through Inter- 
library Loan even though our shelves are bulging. We need an addition to 
our library badly! 


Among the many gift books is a beautiful volume, “The Golden Treas- 
ury of Early American Houses”, given by the Nautilus Club. 


Mrs. Joseph will complete a course in Young Adult Literature early in 
1970 and take a course in Reference Materials. She has been given State 
funds to enable her to take these courses at the Cape Cod pe 
College. 


The Discussion Club has also been busy. In the Spring, the subject 
matter was Mexico and a lecture was given by Mrs. Joan Coldbrook, ac- 
companied by slides, on Mexican Indian Culture. Since September they 
have been studying French Literature from the 12th century to the pres- 
ent. A lecture on Medieval French Literature was given by Professor Emer- 
itus Jacques Salvan of Wayne University, now teaching at the University 
of Arizona. He is also the donor of a book on Existentialism written by 
him. There was a lecture given by Jacques Trin, a student at the Sor- 
bonne. Three films were shown—Songs of the Auvergne, The Medieval 
Crusades (also shown at Veterans Memorial School) and the Louvre. The 
course will go on until the Summer. 


Professor Leonard Ferguson, a teacher of psychology at Ohio Univer- 
sity has given us an Art Register, an alphabetic list by name of artist of 
everything exhibited at. the Provincetown Art Association from 1915 
through 1968 and the dates on which the exhibits were shown. It was 
compiled, arranged and edited by Professor Ferguson with the help of his 
wife, Edith P. Ferguson.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Iam pleased to submit my report as Superintendent of the Highway 
Department for 1969. 


This year we feel we have eliminated once and for all a very bad flood 
problem on Freeman Street, which happened every time we had a heavy 
downpour. This past spring the Highway Department installed a new 
eighteen-inch drain line. It started at Bradford Street, went all the way 
up Standish Street, across Commercial Street to the parking lot. From 
there it joins the other eighteen-inch drain line, emptying into the harbor. 


In addition to regular street maintenance, the maintenance work in- 
cluded sweeping sand; cleaning catch basins and seepage wells; maintain- 
ing signs; and painting traffic and parking lanes. 


_ Work on projects was performed as a result of the joint and coopera- 
tive efforts of the Water Department and Highway Department. 


This summer, like other summers, three men were assigned to a street 
cleaning project seven days a week. 


We, also, this summer put two new drainage outlet lines with tide 
gates down to the beach, behind Surfside Arms Motel and the DeGroot 
property. 


This past year we surfaced with bituminous concrete: Carnes Avenue, 
Nickerson Street, Good Templar Place, Court Street, Whorf’s Court and 
Standish Avenue.’ 


Repair, replacement and maintenance of all street and traffic posts 
and signs was accomplished. This is a continuous process with several 
hundred signs located in all parts of the Town. Each year many of them 
are stolen by souvenir hunters, destroyed or mutilated by vandals, and 
many times they are badly damaged by motor vehicles. Rust and deterior- 
ation of the signs and posts continue from year to year. A large part of 
our replacement and the painting of the signs and posts are carried on 
throughout the winter and early spring during inclement weather. 


Thanks to the efforts of public officials and townspeople, we now are 
building a new municipal garage. For years we have been working under 
impossible winter conditions. During months of severe cold weather and 
heavy snowfall, without a heated garage, we have continued this main- 
tenance work. Many times trucks would not start because of cold and 
dampness, causing long delays. 


The sidewalks of this Town are many years behind in repairs and re- 
placement, but during the past few years we have made real headway with 
the new construction of granite curb and bituminous concrete sidewalks. 
This year we have installed approximately nine hundred feet of sidewalks. 


I wish to thank all who have cooperated and assisted me in the work 
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of the Highway Department. It is hoped that there will be continued 
support of our program, resulting in better streets and lower maintenance 


costs.

REPORT OF THE WATER DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Town Manager: 
I hereby submit my annual report for the year 1969. 


Extensive improvements have been accomplished by the Water De- 
partment during the past several years. Our achievements have been 
many and I:am particularly gratified and proud to have a small part in 
this great assignment. I do hope that we continue in this line of improve- 
ments, for we still have a long way to catch up in order to have a modern 
and up to standard Water Department. 


I am happy to report that the Warrant Articles voted by our citizens 
pertaining to water mains and services have been completed. 


Work done by our Department in 1969 was as follows, with the appre- 
ciated help of the Highway Department men for their wonderful cooper- 
ation, without which it would have been impossible. 


The Water Department installed a six-inch transite main on Standish 
Avenue, and all new services; a ten-inch by six-inch tee and valve on 
Commercial Street, for a six-inch transite main on Lovett’s Court, and re- 
newed all services; and a ten-inch by six-inch tee on Whorf’s Court and a 
six-inch water main, as well as all new services. A new six-inch transite 
main was installed on Nickerson Street and one hydrant, and all new ser- 
vices. This main is tied into the one on Mechanic Street, and now circles 
around from Bradford, back to Bradford Street. 


All new services were installed on Court Street before resurfacing that 
road with bituminous concrete. The same was done at Good Templar 
Place. 


In closing, I am hopeful that this report will meet with your approval. 
My sincere thanks to all who cooperated in making it a wonderful year.

Radios: This year we purchased a new radio for Civil Defense which 
needed replacing. Through our Radio Officer Walter Harding and his 
radio classes, that he has every year, a few more men received their radio 
licenses and their names are Danna Henrique, Frank Henrique, Earle 
Chaddock, Warren Gaspar and Edward Davis. A job well done. 


First Aid: We have one of the best First Aid Units on the Cape. Our 
First Aid Medical Unit is very well supplied and can handle most any 
emergency that may arise. I would like to thank Mrs. Martha Henrique 
and Mrs. Carol Days for their work in First Aid classes this year, resulting 
in a few more people receiving their First Aid Cards. 


Canteen: Our Civil Defense canteen is very well supplied and fully 
equipped to handle most any emergency. 


Shelters: The new approved shelters by the Federal Civil Defense 
Engineers are Post Office (shelter 11), Pilgrim Monument (shelter 13), 
Provincetown High School (shelter 12) and Provincetown Monument Mu- 
seum (shelter 14). The Town also received supplies for these shelters 
which are 146 ctn. of bread or rolls in hermetically sealed cans, 16 drm. 
emergency accessory kits, 8 ctn. of medical stores and 10 ctn. of emergency 
drinking water. 


Surplus: This year was not a very good year for purchasing any items 
from surplus, because of the war. We did get some things like wire, can- 
vas, file cabinets and other office supplies. That will save the Town a lot 
of money. 


_ ©. D. Diesel Generator: The Town Civil Defense Diesel Generator is 
in very good running condition. Earle Chaddock who takes care of it 
checks the diesel every Sunday and runs it to make sure it is ready for any 
emergency. 


C. D. Director: As the new Civil Defense Director I would like to 
thank everyone that helped me in the past year to make Civil Defense 
what it is today, ready to handle any emergency that may arise.

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REPORT OF THE CAPE END MANOR 


The Cape End Manor completed 13 full years of operation in August 
1969. We are now in our 14th and best year since 1965, as far as the num- 
ber of patient days of care per year is concerned. In 1969 we cared for 35 
patients with a total of 9,353 patient days. This figure represents 98.5% 
of a possible maximum capacity. In 1968 it was 96.3%, 1967—98.3%, 1966— 
98.1% and 1965—99.9%. 


The per diem rate as established by the Rate Setting Commission of 
the Bureau of Hospitals, Sanatoria and Infirmaries was $13.36 from Octo- 
ber 1, 1968 through September 30, 1969 and a new interim rate of $13.42 
was set by the Commission, effective as of October 1, 1969. Our total billing 
for 1969 was $125,093.48 and of this amount $121,933.24 has already been 
collected (this also includes back payments for bills owing) covering the 
period through November 30, 1969. December billing will be partly col- 
lected in January and the Welfare Department’s portion will be during 
the first part of February of 1970. It’s rather difficult to ascertain the 
exact amount of money collected for 1969 when our billing is a month be- 
hind and Welfare payments are 2 months behind. The money paid to our 
account in January of each year is for the month of December of the pre- 
vious year. 


The amount of the personnel salaries paid in 1969 is $93,751.65; the 
operating expenses amount to $33,886.20 making a total of $127,637.85. 
Judging on the basis of these figures, it cost the Town of Provincetown a 
relatively small amount to operate the Cape End Manor for the year 1969. 


The Cape End Manor has reached a crucial point in its very existence. 
Upon applying for a renewal of our license to operate we were informed 
on March 28, 1969 that the granting of a license renewal was being with- 
held because of existing inadequacies in the facility, namely: lack of ade- 
quate utility rooms on both first and second floor, lack of bathing facilities 
on the first floor according to sex, lack of automatic washer and drying 
facilities, lack of laundry area, lack of individual bedside lights at every 
patient’s bedside and lack of adequate janitor’s closets. 


We were requested to be present at a meeting with the Nursing Home 
Inspectors at the Southeastern Regional Health Office at Lakeville Hospi- 
tal, Middleboro, Mass., on June 2, 1969. It was explained at that time that 
the Town of Provincetown was seeking Federal Grants to assist us in 
building a new facility. We were granted more time without anything 
definite being done by the licensing board of the Nursing Home Division. 
During the month of December 1969 a further communication was received 
from the Department that would make it seem that something definite 
must be decided at our approaching Town Meeting to at least correct the 
existing deficiencies at the Manor as the question of our licensure is hang- 
ing very precariously in the balance. 


The additional government grant we were seeking from the Economic 
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Development Administration was denied us on both applications. The time 
is getting short, too short for us to be applying for additional government 
aid of any kind. Let us make the necessary adjustments NOW to enable 
us to be eligible for a renewal of our present license. 


The Patients and Staff at the Manor wish to extend our most heart- 
felt and sincere expressions of gratitude and thankfulness to the many 
Organizations and friends from Provincetown to Orleans and beyond for 
their kind deeds and gifts on our behalf during the recent Holiday Season 
and indeed, throughout the past year.

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REPORT OF THE 
BARNSTABLE COUNTY HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


To the Board of Health 
Town of Provincetown 


I am pleased to submit this annual report of the Barnstable County 
Health Department for the year 1969. 


On August 20, 1969, Rubella (German Measles) vaccine was made 
available by the Massachusetts Depariment of Public Health. Rubella is 
usually a mild disease. It assumes tremendous importance when a preg- 
nant woman contracts the disease during the first trimester of pregnancy 
because of the possibility of congenital defects in the newborn. There is a 
20 per cent risk of a dead or deformed infant. Thus, the most important 
objective of a Rubella Control Program is the prevention of maternal ru- 
bella. This can best be accomplished at the present time by reducing the 
reservoir of rubella virus in the community through the immunization of 
- children. Children, particularly in the early grades of school, are the big- 
gest source of infection to mothers who are still susceptible. They are also 
the major source of transmission of the disease in the community. The 
objective of the 1969-1970 school year is to immunize both boys and girls, 
kindergarten through grade three with plans to eventually include children 
one year through junior high school age. 


The increased needs for all kinds of services, the continued rise in costs 
creating competition for the tax dollar and the need to improve the use of 
the available professionally prepared human resources demands that all 
provider agencies must cooperate in planning for and in the delivery of 
the needed health services for every citizen in Barnstable County. 


We see the present reorganization process of the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health and the State Comprehensive Health Planning 
Program for Massachusetts as two important steps in helping the local 
health agencies in reaching this goal. The “Barnstable” area provider 
and consumer representatives have just begun their planning for a study 
of our health needs and of the best systems to provide the services to take 
care of the confirmed health needs of all citizens. 


If the Barnstable County citizens become determined to meet the chal- 
lenge of “promoting and assuring the highest level of health attainable for 
every person” the “Partnership for Health Act of 1966” can become a 
reality. 


The second nurse position was filled late this year. This will provide 
additional qualified public health nursing supervision to the staff of seven 
home health agencies; consultation to Boards of Health, school health 
nursing personnel and Home Health Agencies that have qualified nurse 
supervision. 
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Dental Health 


The program emphasis is continued health education, consultation to 
the community and school programs, with direct service limited to head- 
start and pre-school age groups. A highlight of this year was the partici- 
pation in a research project with the Barnstable School System, Forsyth 
Dental Center and Massachusetts Department of Public Health studying 
the fluoride content in children’s teeth. Dental caries continues to be a 
top public health problem. There is a safe preventive measure, and legis- 
lation available, all that is needed is positive community action. 


Environmental Sanitation 


The surveillance program of all public service facilities continues to 
expand annually. More time has been used in water pollution control in 
cooperation with the Boards of Health, Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Health and Massachusetts Department of Natural Resources. 


We recommend the board of health request the town planning board to 
have the plot include the contour levels and a determination of the ground 
water table. This would limit problems created by the sewage disposal and 
protect the water supplies. 


Nursing Service 
The number of public health nurses employed in Barnstable County 
continues to rise: The year and number employed 
1965 1966 1967 1968 196S 
33 43 51 52 55 


of the number employed in 1969, nine are employed in a generalized nurs- 
ing service, 15 in home visiting only, 21 in schools, 3 in headstart and 7 as 
consultant-directors, executive director and/or supervisor. Of the total of 
55; 15 are prepared public health nurses. Eight were newly employed and 
needed orientation. 


Services provided had more emphasis on direct supervision of nurses 
employed by towns and schools; all town nurses are now using one of the 
standard methods of keeping patient-care records, keeping a daily and 
monthly statistical record of kinds of cases and kind of care given, age 
distribution and type of payment made. Analysis and evaluation of data 
will be done. 


Some proposed plans for the coming year are: 


1. Strengthening the maternal and child health services by in-service 
education programs and individual direction. 


2. Developing more meaningful service by the public health nurse as 
a part of the State Crippled Children’s program. 


3. Participating in the development of policies for school health pro- 
grams through committee involvement. 


4. Strengthening the role of the professional advisory committees: for 
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example, policy and programs developed for Home Health Agen- 


cies, Cape Cod Community College Health Service and Headstart 
health services. 


5. Study and evaluation of supervision provided to nurses; review of 
all nursing activities related to the purpose of improvement of 
nursing service in Barnstable County. 


Social Service 


The medical social worker has completed the first full year in this new 
position to the County. She serves as consultant to all members of the 
health department staff, Board of Health, community and school nurses, 
local physicians, hospital and nursing home professional personnel, and 
all public and private agencies. 


An important phase of the program has been to establish a workable 
referral program, providing proper use of resources and resulting in better 
services to the people in this area.

The following improvements were completed in 1969:

The department, during the 1969 Cape Cod Amateur League Basket- 
ball season, is sponsoring a team with the Truro Air Force, with several 
Provincetown players on the roster. 


The Adult Softball League was a tremendous success in its second 
year. However, because of the scheduling of the games at 6 P. M., many 
of the players due to their summer jobs, couldn’t attend.

Little League, Motta Field: The department sponsors five Little League 
teams with over 90 boys between the ages of 8-12 years participating, play- 
ing a full schedule. Only through the assistance of Coaches: David Oli- 
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ver, Robert Silva, Joseph Days, John Cook, Ronald Lopes, William Allison 
and Umpires: Mark Silva, Frank Reis and rica DeRiggs, was the 
Jeague such a SUCCESS. 


Pony League, Motta Field: The Provincetown Pony League Team, 
comprised of boys from the ages of 13-15, was coached by David Oliver. 
Several games were scheduled, with out of town teams on a home and 
home basis. 


Summer Activity Volunteer Education: The Town of Provincetown, as 
in 1968, was the recipient of a Federal Grant under the Community Action 
Committee of Cape Cod and the Islands Inc., for a program called SAVE. 


The program was financed by the Federal Government and provided 
adequate funds to implement a 10-weeks course of instructional and recre- 
ational activities. 


Children were screened between the ages of 7-13 and the members 
were limited to 35. The program started at 9 o’clock in the morning and 
the children were fed at the center, where a lunch was prepared. They 
departed at 3 o’clock in the afternoon. This program was an unqualified 
success. 


Fifteen boys se- 
lected from the Little Guys Basketball League were selected and played at 
Boston Garden before the Boston Celtics game. 


Over 100 boys and girls were treated to the game with 40 high school 
boys and girls attending the night game of the Boston Bruins. 


Sailing Regatta: The Recreation Department sponsored the first In- 
terscholastic Spring Sailing Regatta at the West End Racing Club, Prov- 
incetown. Sailing groups of junior and high school from Yarmouth, Or- 
leans, Barnstable and Provincetown participated. Trophies were awarded 
to the winners, with the Provincetown Junior High School vingn first 
place in their class. 


The able assistance of Edward Dahill and Richard Santos, Province- 
town High School teachers, who are affiliated with the West End Racing 


Club, helped to make this Regatta a great success and we hope to make 
this an annual event. 


Recommendations 


1. That the sailing regatta with the wonderful facilities of the West 
End Racing Club, be investigated by the school authorities for a possible 
spring event that could be regarded as a sports event and that those par- 
ticipating be given awards in the same manner as other athletes. 


2. The softball field should have lights so the field could get maxi- 
mum use during the short summer season. Adults could schedule their 
games after the Little League. 
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3. In the year 1970, attempts will be made to form Little League Girl 
Softball Teams.

During the past year with the help of Wilbur Cook, Francis Thompson, 
Harris Adams and I, a total of 180 bushels of cherrystone quahogs were 
_ planted on the flats of the west side of the West End Breakwater. We also 
planted two bushels of seed oysters on a gravel area near Long Point. 


I would like to take this moment to thank these three men for all of 
the assistance that they gave me during this past year, they were a tre- 
mendous help. 


With the west side of the West End Breakwater opened for the taking 
of shellfish for family use only, it has been a terrific season so far. There 
are still plenty of adult clams and quahogs and this area should still be 
producing shellfish until the end of the season. There are plenty of seed 
shellfish in this area and this is a good sign because that will be our future 
crop in two more years. 


Our east end flats produced a good abundance of bay scallops again 
this year. This area was checked out in deep water to see if any large 
concentration of scallops were offshore with one of the local commercial 
scallop boats. About fifteen surveys were made but no adult scallops could 
be found. 


A total of 378 family shellfish permits were issued and also 3 commer- 
cial shellfish permits during the past year. 


Here is a total rundown of the amount of shellfish taken during the 
year 1969. 


624 buckets of soft shell clams 
414 buckets of quahogs 

552 buckets of bay scallops 
178 buckets of sea clams 

50 buckets of mussels 

12 buckets of periwinkles 


Commercial Report 


A total of 429 bushels of sea clams were taken commercially. 


Getiing to the deadly moonsnail, a total of 647 of these deadly preda- 
tors were destroyed along with starfish and horseshoe crabs. This work 
Will be carried out again as soon as the warm weather arrives.

A quorum having been established, the Moderator called the meeting to 
order at 7:30 P. M. 


Rev. Edgar Reed opened the meeting with a prayer. 


On motion by Mr. Hancock, it was voted to waive the reading of the 
Warrant. 


The Moderator read the report of the Constable as follows:

Selectmen of Provincetown: 


I have this day posted attested copies of the Warrant for the Annual 
Town Meeting, March 10, 1969 as directed in said Warrant, and have pub- 
lished same in accordance with the By-Laws of the Town.

Mr. Malicoat posed a question as to who prepared the Town Warrant. 


Mr. Hancock stated the Selectmen held a special Town Meeting in 
which they set up the Warrant. 


Mr. Wells made a resolution as follows concerning certain Town War- 
rant Articles: 


WHEREAS: The Town of Provincetown has various public boards and 
committees created by State Statue, by its own By-Laws and by Town 
Meeting special authorization, which bodies are appointed by the Town 
Moderator, Board of Selectmen or the Town Manager to perform and dis- 
charge required town affairs and duties, and 


WHEREAS: In the discharge of the duties and obligations of such 
bodies, it frequently becomes necessary to insert articles in the Town War- 
rant in order to fulfill requirements of law and /or to inform the citizens 
of the scope and activities of such Boards and Committees, and 


WHEREAS: The work of such Boards and Committees is in fact an 
extension of the operating and governing affairs of the Town, 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: That it is the sense of this 
Town Meeting that all Town Boards and Committees should be recognized 
as such further extension of the operating and governing structure of the 
Town, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That it is the sentiment of the Town 
Meeting that articles submitted for inclusion in the Town Warrant by such 
Boards and Committees be automatically incorporated in the Town War- 
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rant without the need. for formal petition and supporting signatures, 
thereby recognizing the official status of such town bodies; and as a con- 
sequence serving the citizens by enabling them to receive the further views 
and submissions.of such bodies, and enabling the voters to make orderly 
disposition of any matters brought to their attention by the orderly process 
of a Town Meeting.

ARTICLE 1, To hear the reports of.Town Officers and Committees 
aE to act thereon. 


Moved by Mr. Charles DeRiggs, Sr., that the Town vote to hear the 
Belg A of Town Officers and Committees and to act herein 


The Pannisn, Board submits the followine report. 


This is a partial report of the Planning Board. Several Public Hear- 
-ings. were held during the past few weeks on Articles now in the Warrant 
and as each one is presented to the voters its report: will be given which 
will become a part of this 1968 Planning Board Report. These Annual 
Reports are required by law. 


_The work of this Board during the past year centered around the 
Master Plan. The Board met often with the Planning Consultants and 
were in constant touch with the progress of their work. In the fall, their 
brochure was published which briefly sets forth the steps that they feel 
must be taken “to control and direct the forces of change, or Provincetown 
as known and loved by the townspeople and summer residents will shortly 
disappear.” Their complete survey of the resources of Provincetown will 
soon be available at the Public Library and the Town Hall for the citizens 
to study. This board looks forward to implementing the first phase of this 
Plan during the coming year. We hope to retain the Consultant for his 
valuable knowledge and advice on the steps necessary to contact agencies 
giving financial assistance to projects such as this Plan, and for his ad- 
vice while this first phase is in progress. The Plan will advance more 
rapidly and the problems, such as summer traffic and parking, will be 
sooner eased. 


This board hopes that the citizens will vote favorably on the Article 
for the Town’s participation in a study of a regional refuse disposal plan 
for Cape Cod, our share to be $950.00 (Article 42), and.on the Article to 
apply for Federal funds now available for surveys and plans, with an 
estimated report on the cost, of a sewage system for this town. This sur- 
vey will be of no cost to the taxpayers. - 


Before closing this part of the report, we feel that it is important to 


tell the voters that three Articles submitted to the Selectmen by this Board 
were not placed in this 1969 Warrant. 
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The first one was on the acute traffic problem. After making a 
thorough study of the present directional signs in town and finding them 
hopelessly inadequate, the following recommendations were submitted as 
an Article: To have signs placed both along Route 6, to direct traffic to 
Public Parking in town, and on Commercial and Bradford Streets at stra- 
tegic points to direct traffic to Public Parking and to Route 6. Also sub- 
mitted was a list of the places where these signs would best serve visiting 
motorists. A request for $500.00 was made to cover the cost of these signs. 
This was deleted. Second, the Planning Board will need funds in the 
coming year for expenses relating to the Master Plan. An Article request- 
ing $1,000.00 for this purpose was sent to the Selectmen. This was deleted. 
Third, during the last several years steps toward opening up Point Street 
have been approved by the voters at Town Meetings. This year the final 
Step was to be presented: the appropriation of $26,000.00 for completion 
of the street. Although this initial amount seems high, taxes from new 
buildings there would more than off-set this cost once the land was avail- 
able. The final decision on any street such as this has always come before 
the citizens for their vote, but this Article, like the other two was not put 
in the Warrant. The citizens were therefore denied the right to express 
themselves on these matters, and we feel that a Town is in an unfortunate 
and potentially dangerous position when Town officials take it upon them- 
- selves to withhold from the voters items that an authorized and duly 
appointed Board of the Town, after much study and work, submits for 
their consideration.

Protec- 
tion of Persons and Property; 3. Health; 4. Public Works; 5. Charities; 6. 
Veterans Services; 7. Library; 8. Recreation; 9. Pensions; 10. Unclassified; 
11. Debt Service; 12. Schools (refer to Finance Committee Report) 


Moved by Mr. Hancock that the Town approve the Budget Total of 
$846,693.07 and to meet the aforesaid total, move that the Town raise and 
appropriate the sum of $830,915.31, and transfer from the Parking Meters 
Receipts account the sum of $12,290.00, and to transfer from the County 
Dog Refund account the sum of $3,487.76. 


Mr. Hancock stated that the $12,000 is needed for payment on new 
parking lots. He announced that if the recommendations of the Finance 
Committee are closely followed, there will be need for only a small tax 
increase.

To see if the Town will vote to acquire by purchase or 
eminent domain land of Allan S. Klonick on Ships Way for the proposed 
new Manor for the sum of $25,000.00, the said land consists of five lots 
Numbers 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, as shown on the plan of Nickerson and Berger, 
Civil Engineers, dated May 1955, and consisting of four acres-+-, and in 
connection with the foregoing to see if the Town will transfer from the 
Manor Account the sum of $5,000.00 and authorize the Town Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, to issue bonds or notes in 
accordance with applicable State statues in the amount of $20,000.00 for a 
period not to exceed twenty years, or do anything in relation thereto. (As 
requested by the Cape End Manor Building Committee) 


Moved by Mr. Kenney that the Town vote Article 8 as read. 


Mr. Wells stated that in the Town Reports of 1968 the Finance Com- 
mittee recommended the construction of a manor provided no construc- 
tion be started until all necessary funds are at hand. Tonight it has been 
stated that a certain sum of money has been committed by Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare, but that the money has not been committed by Eco- 
nomic Development Administration. Therefore, the townspeople should 
not vote for this Article at this time. First, let us know where the money 
is going to come from, and whether we have the money, and at that time 
we'll find land. 


Mr. Hancock explained that getting a grant from EDA will be difficult. 


- 
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This site is suitable and available for a new manor when and if it is built. 
The grant we have now was approved by Federal authorities on the need 
of a new manor, and this money would not have been given if a need was 
not there. If you feel that there is a need for a new manor, the way some 
day—some how will be found to provide the money even if some more 
money has to be provided by yourselves at a town meeting. 


Mr. Matthew Costa informed us that this land is % mile from the 
paved highway, and this % mile would need to be hard-topped. Before 
the building can be built, a large amount of money will have to be spent 
to prepare this land for such a building. 


Mr. Marshall would like to now know is someone from the Finance 
Committee will tell the voters why they have recommended this Article. 


Mr. Moore spoke for the Finance Committee. Since our meeting in 
which this Article was voted unanimously, there have been a number of 
questions in our minds. And this is one of the few instances in which you 
will find that an article that has been recommended will be voted against 
by myself and other members of the Finance Committee. The reason for 
this being the location of the land is such that, as brought up by a previous 
speaker, a large amount of money will be needed to ready the land for 
building. 


The Moderator read again the Article to be voted on. 
Mr. Flores asked the question of where the land in question was lo- 
cated. 


Mr. Moore informed that said land is located off of a dirt road to the 
left of the power station located on Shank Painter Road. 


The motion did not carry by a vote of 65 yes and 193 no.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $15,000.00, to be used together with money raised under Article 
17 of the 1968 Annual Town Meeting, for the installation of a frost-proof 


water line from MacMillan Parking Lot area to the Town-owned building 
on the Wharf. (As requested by the Town Manager) 


Moved by Mr. Bell to indefinitely postpone. 


Mr. Bernard Roderick spoke in favor of the original Article. He also 
asked the question of why more money is needed this year when last year 
the money voted was enough to put in the line. 
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+. Mr. Bell explained that the price was based on an estimate brought in 
by the Town Manager last year, now the estimate calls for more money. 

_ The Finance Committee feels that another water system can be putin for 
less money. 


~ «Mr, Hancock informed the voters that after the $12,000.00 had been 
raised last year that twice bids had been made on a 2%” frost-proof water 
line. Both times the estimates came to $19,000.00. The figure in this year’s 
Article of $15,000.00 is not an accurate figure. What will be needed is an 
additional $10,000.00 added, or to be added to the $12,000.00 appropriated 
‘last year. : 


Mr. Gutzler felt that the Article should not be postponed at this time. 


Mr. Perry informed the voters that the postponement will not throw 
out the article forever, just for the time being. 


Mr. Colley stated that if . there is no water in the building sometime 
in the near future the Pure Food and Drug Administration will shut down 
the entire wharf. 


The motion to indefinitely postpone was defeated. 


. “Moved by Mr. Hancock that the Town vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $10,000.00, to be used together with the money raised under 
Article 17 of the 1968 Annual Town Meeting, for the installation of a frost- 
proof line from MacMillan Parking Lot area to the Town-owned building 
on the Wharf. 


Mr. Moore spoke for the Finance Committee. Even though a frost- 
proof line is brought to the building, the building itself is unheated and 
Wide-open. Once the pipes are inside the building they will freeze. We see 
future costs that are not discussed in the particular Article. 


-A question was directed to Mr. Hancock as to if the $10,000.00 was ap- 
‘proved if the line would be installed. 


_. Mr. Hancock stated that this would obtain a fire hydrant and get the 

line inside the building, but something will have to be done inside the 
building to insulate some of the piping to have a complete winter oper- 
ation. 


Mr. Ernest Carreiro inquired as to whether the line could be installed 
to the end of the wharf for the use of the fishermen without going into 
the building at this time. 


. Mr. Hancock answered that there would be a valve near the present 
one and nine others along where the party boats tie up, and these would 
‘all be frost-proof. 


Motion carried: 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
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the sum of $10,000.00 for construction and improvement to Town sidewalks 
(curbing used shall be tapered at the ends). (As requested by the Town 


Manager) 


Moved by Mrs. Bernese Shears that the Town vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $6,196.24 to be added to the balance of $3,803.76 remain- 
ing under Article 19 of the 1968 Annual Town Meeting, making a total of 
$10,000.00 to be used for the construction and improvements to Town side- 
walks in 1969, curbing to be tapered at the ends. 


Mr. Malicoat asked how much more expensive it would be to have 
cement used instead of the black-top. 3 


Mr. Hancock explained that the black-top is easier to repair. 
Motion carried. 

Moved by Mr. Bell that a recess be held now. 

Motion carried, and meeting recessed at 9:45 P. M. 


Meeting called to order at 10:00 P. M. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $6,000.00 for the installation of drainage facilities on Standish 
Street from Bradford Street to Lopes Square, and for replacing the sea- 
shore end of existing facilities easterly of the East End Cold Storage Plant, 
and for any other drainage work deemed necessary by the Selectmen and 
Town Manager. (As requested by the Town Manager) 


Moved by Mr. Irmer that Article 12 be adopted as printed. 


Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to approve the construc- 
tion of a new Public Works Building on Town-owned property in the area 
of the old Auxiliary Pumping Station, and in connection therewith to see 
if the Town will vote to transfer from the Comfort Station Receipts Ac- 
count the sum of $2,000 and authorize the Town Treasurer, with approval 
of the Board of Selectmen, to issue bonds or notes, in accordance with 
applicable State Statues, for a sum not to exceed $40,000, for a period of 
time not to exceed twenty years. (As requested by the Town Manager) 


Moved by Mr. Taves that Article 13 be adopted as read. 
Mr. Rose asked why this building was necessary. 


Mr. Bell explained that the present facilities could not house the 
trucks, and this would be provided with the new building. It would also 
provide a service area, a locker room, toilet facilities, an office, and space 
for the Water Department to store some of their equipment and do some 
of their preliminary pipe fitting in case of poor weather. 


Motion carried, unanimously. 
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ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select-

Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to approve converting the 
sandy portions of both the East End and West End Playgrounds into pub- 
lic parking areas, and to further see if the Town will approve paying for 
the work estimated at $7,000 to accomplish these conversions from Meter 
Receipts Account, or do anything in relation thereto. (As requested by 
the Selectmen and, Town Manager) 


Moved by Mr. Moore that the Town vote to transfer $3,500 from the 
Parking Meter Account for the purpose of converting the sandy portion 
of the East End Playground at Bradford and Howland Streets into a pub- 
lic parking area, and to relocate the playground equipment. 


Mr. Poyant asked where the relocation of the equipment was to be. 


Mr. Moore said that as a member of the Finance Committee the action 
taken was only on the recommendation of Chief of Police on a safety 
problem there, and on the Parking Studies Committee’s original plans. 


Mr. Arthur Roderick stated that in talking with the Town Manager 
-and the Recreation Commission the East and West End Playgrounds be 
relocated in the area of the present Town Works Department. . 


Mr. Jason, Sr., spoke against the Article. 


Mr. Arthur Roderick stated that the Recreation Department could 
not maintain the present playgrounds due to their own transportation 
problem. 


Mrs. Atkins told of a drainage problem in the area in question and of 
the growth of the problem if the area would be black-topped. 


Mr. Cook spoke of the traffic problem in this area and of the growth 
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of this problem if a parking lot was to be put into this area. 


Motion not carried. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,200 for School Zone signs and lights in accordance with 
Chapter 616. (As requested by Selectmen and Town Manager) 


Moved by Mr. DeRiggs that the Town vote Article 15 as printed. 


Mr. DeSilva spoke for the School Committee. There is no need for 
lights. We request signs and maybe printing in the streets — “school 
zone”. This is for the visitors in the months of June and September. 


Mr. Hancock explained that for the police to be authorized to enforce 
any signs, they must be approved by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works. Signs are already on order warning of schools in the vicin- 
ity, but these are not signs that carry with them any enforcement capa- 
bility. 

Motion is not carried. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the resur- 
facing of the West End Parking Lot with bituminous concrete, and to meet 
the cost thereof to transfer $7,071.94 from the balance on hand resulting 
from Article 10 of the 1961 Annual Town Meeting and Article 2 of the July 
10, 1961 Special Town Meeting, and in addition to transfer from the Meter 
Receipts account the sum of $2,000, or do anything in relation thereto. 
(As requested by the Selectmen and Town Manager) 


Moved by Mr. Martin to transfer $1,500 from balance remaining under 
Article 10 of the 1961 Annual Town Meeting for use in making temporary 
repairs to the surface of the West End Parking Lot and for preparing pre- 
liminary plans for the combined construction of a sea-wall and boat- 
launching ramp at said parking lot. 


Mr. Hancock felt that there was question as to the substance of the 
motion. The reason being that funds cannot be transferred from a bal- 
ance under Articles 2 and 10 of 1961 for a purpose other than originally 
voted. Therefore, an amendment should be made so that $1,000 from that 
source could be used for preliminary plans of that area as a parking area 


including something about a boat ramp. And that $500 be transferred - 


from the Parking Meter Account for repairs on the existing parking lot. 


At this time, the Moderator, Mr. Hancock, and Mr. Martin held a 
small conference in order to come up with a satisfactory motion. 


The motion made by Mr. Martin was withdrawn, and the new motion 
is as follows: 


Moved by Mr. Martin to transfer $1,000 from balance remaining under 
Articles 2 and 10 of 1961 Annual Town Meeting for preliminary plans of 
future development of West End Parking Lot and to transfer $500 from 
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Parking Meter Receipts account for temporary repairs to existing parking 
lot. 


Motion carried. 
Moved by Mr. Neil Nickerson that we adjourn at 11:15 P. M. 


Mr. Moore stated that since Article 17 is tied so closely to Article 16, 
he felt we should take up this Article before adjoining. 


Motion ‘to adjourn is defeated. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
and/or transfer from available funds, the sum of $3,000 for the construc- 
tion of a boat launching ramp at the West End (Kimball) Parking Lot in 
conjunction with the proposed resurfacing work on said parking lot. (On 
petition of Monro G. Moore and others) 


Moved by Mr. Moore that the Town vote Article 17 as printed. 


Mr. Hancock moved that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100 for preliminary plans of a boat launching ramp at the West 
End (Kimball) Parking Lot in conjunction with the proposed development 
of that area. 


_ Mr. Moore withdrew his motion and went along with the motion made 
by Mr. Hancock. 


Motion carried. 


Moved by Mrs. Rose that we adjourn until 7:30 P. M., Tuesday, March 
11. 


Motion to adjourn carried. Meeting adjourned at 11:25 P. M.

A quorum having been established, the Moderator called the meeting 
to order at 7:30 P. M. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,000 for installing a new six-inch water line on Lovett’s Court, 
a distance of 300’, and to resurface the street. (On petition of Joseph L. 
Thomas and others) 


Moved by Mr. Marion Perry that the Town vote to raise $2,000 for a 
new six-inch water line on Lovett’s Court. 


Mr. Martin explained that the reason the Finance Committee recom- 
mended an adequate water line only is because they feel that it is not a 
good practice for the Town to enter into a policy of resurfacing private 
ways. 


Mr. Hancock informed the voters when the petition was brought be- 
fore him the amount of money was left out, and $2,000 was filled in for 
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the purpose of installing a water main only because this is an unaccepted 
street, and it was deemed that the Finance Committee would not recom- 
mend the black-topping of a private way. 


Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $6,500 to install a new six-inch water main in Nickerson Street, 
from Bradford Street north to Creek Road, and to repave same, the said 
work to be done in 1969. (On petition of Frances Sutera and others) 


Mr. Hancock moved to amend stricken from the motion, “said work 
to be done in 1969”. 


The Moderator stated that the amendment would be accepted as soon 
as a motion had been put before him. 


Moved by Mr. Irmer that Article 19 be voted as printed. 
The amendment now to be put to a vote. Amendment passed. 
Motion as amended carried. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or transfer from free cash the sum of $3,000 to construct a street drain on 
Allerton Street to relieve hazardous flooding on the street and to prevent 
damaging run-off on abuttor’s properties. (On petition of Barbara H. 
Malicoat and others) 


Moved by Mrs. Malicoat to indefinitely postpone. Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $5,000 to resurface Pleasant Street, from Bradford Street to 
Brown Street. (On petition of James Souza and others) 


Moved by Mr. Taves that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $5,000 to resurface Pleasant Street from Bradford Street to Brown 
Street. 


The Finance Committee recommendation to postpone this was based 
on the assumption that when the work is done, a new main will be put in 
the street, and there are other streets that need this work. This was said 
by Mr. Bell who amended the motion to postpone this work and requested 
the Town Manager and the Board of Selectmen to include Pleasant Street 
from Bradford Street to Brown Street on their list of work to be done in 
1970, wherein water mains and street surfaces will be renewed together. 


Motion was made by Mr. John Snow to lay this article on the table 
and defeated. 


The amendment carried. The motion as amended carried. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $6,000 to resurface Cudworth Street, said work to be done in 
1969. (On petition of Joseph Lema, Jr., and others) 
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Moved by Mr. Lema to postpone Article 22 and request the Town Man- 
ager and the Board of Selectmen to include Cudworth Street on their list 


of work to be done in 1970, wherein water mains and street surfaces will 
be renewed together. 


Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or transfer from available funds in the treasury, the sum of $3,000, or any 
other sum, for improvements and maintenance of Manuel V. Motta Ath- 
letic Field, or take any action in relation thereto. (As requested by the 
Motta Memorial Field Commission) 


Moved by Mr. DeRiggs that the Town vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3,000 for improvements and maintenance of Manuel V. Motta 
Memorial Athletic Field. 


Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3,500 for repairs to the No. 5 Fire House (including replacing 
corner boards, new windows, shingling, etc.), or do anything in relation 
thereto. (As requested by the Fire Department) 


Moved by Mr. Taves that the Town vote Article 24 as printed. 
Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from the Over- 
lay Surplus Account the sum of $5,500 for the purchase of a new heavy- 
duty dump truck chassis, cab and plow for use by the Highway Depart- 
ment, and to authorize the Town Manager to trade in or otherwise dispose 
of the chassis and cab presently being used under the power sander, or do 
anything in relation thereto. (As requested by the Town Manager) 


Moved by Mr. Kenney that the Town vote to transfer from the Overlay 
Surplus Account the sum of $5,500 for the purchase of a new 1969 heavy- 
duty 22,000 GVW rating /dump truck chassis, cab with new snow plow for 
the use by the Highway Department, and to authorize the Town Manager 
to trade in or otherwise dispose of the chassis and cab presently being used 
under the power sander. 


Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3,250 which is its share for construction work under Chapter 
90, and to authorize the Treasurer, with approval of the Board of Select- 
men, to issue short-term notes in the amount of $9,750, in accordance with 
applicable statutes, and further to authorize the Town Manager to apply 
$6,500 (State share) and $3,250 (County share), when received, to pay off 
the aforesaid notes. The total of $13,000 for Chapter 90 construction is to 
be used in connection with the building of the roadway along the railroad 
right of way from Conwell Street to Howland Street, and/or any other 
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street approved by the Board of Selectmen and the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Works. (As requested by the Board of Selectmen and Town 
Manager) . 


Moved by Mr. Taves that Article 26 be voted as printed. 


Mr. Hancock stated that in previous years the entire amount has been 
raised, but on the recommendation of the state auditors we have decided 
to do it this way. 


Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $6,000 for resurfacing Good Templar Place and Court Street, 
from Commercial Street to Bradford Street. (As requested by the Select- 
men and Town Manager) 


Moved by Mr. Bell to take up the Article in two parts. Mr. Bell felt 
that if one of the streets were to be done without the other, the money 
would still be there to do the remaining street. 


Mr. Hancock told the voters that it was his intention to see that both 
of these streets would be done this year however way the money is appro- 
priated. 


Mr. Bell withdrew his motion. 
Moved by Mr. Hancock that Article 27 be voted as printed. 


Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $6,500 for repairs or reshingling of the roof of the MacMillan 
Wharf Building, or do anything in relation thereto. (As requested by the 
Selectmen and Town Manager) 


Moved by Mr. DeRiggs that Article 29 be voted as printed. Motion 
carried. 


ARTICLE 30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000 for the purpose of continuing the Town Shellfish Pro- 
gram. (As requested by the Shellfish Committee) 


Moved by Mr. Kenney that Article 30 be voted as printed. Motion 
carried. 


ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will vote to transfer the sum of 
$847.25 (a grant received in 1968 under the provisions of Section 19A and 


19B of Chapter 78 of G.L.) for use by the Library Trustees. (Requested 
by Library Trustees) 


Moved by Mr. Irmer that Article 31 be voted as printed. Motion 
carried. 
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ARTICLE 32. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,500 for the purpose of beautifying Town property, or do 
anything in relation thereto. (On petition of the Nautilus Club and 
others) 


Moved by Mr. Taves that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,500 for the purpose of beautifying Town property. 


Mr. Hancock explained that included in this beautification would be 
the various squares, and developing the Bar Relief Area. 

Motion carried. 

ARTICLE 33. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or transfer from available funds in the treasury the sum of $350 for the 


feeding of birds and improvement of conditions for wildlife. (On petition 
of Highland Fish and Game Club Members) 


Moved by Mr. Matthew Costa that the town vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $350 for the feeding of birds and the improvement of 
conditions for wildlife. Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 34. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,500 for the Old Home Week Program or do anything in rela- 
tion thereto. (As requested by the Old Home Week Committee) 


Moved by Mr. DeRiggs that the Town vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,500 for the Old Home Week Program. Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 35. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000 for the purpose of foreclosing tax bills. 


Moved by Mr. DeRiggs that the Town vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000 for the purpose of foreclosing tax bills. 


Mr. Herman DeSilva asked for a clarification of the motion. 

Mr. Hancock explained that this is for the purpose of completing the 
final step after the property has been in tax liens for two years. 

Mr. DeSilva wanted to know how much is owed to the town. 


Mr. Hancock explained that it is printed in the Annual Report of the 
Tax Collector. It was found out that the figure is $102,751.11. 


Mr. Snow amended the motion to read tax liens rather than tax bills. 
The amendment was passed. 


Mr. Malcolm Newman asked how much of the money received from 
the foreclosure would go to the town. 


Mr. Hancock advised that all of the money received from the sale of 
this property would go to the town. 


Mr. DeSilva asked how long would these liens be allowed to go with- 
out pay. ‘ 
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Mr. Snow answered that when the taxes are due and payable each 
year, if they are not paid by November ist of the current year for which 
you are taxed, a lien is attached. This lien is not recorded until some two 
years later, and that is usually the time of forebearance, interest being 
paid in the meantime. ; 


Motion carried as amended. 


ARTICLE 36. To see if the Town will vote to install and maintain a 
street light on the pole at the private way off Pearl Street, between 34 and 
35 Pearl Street, which was voted to be laid out under Article 33 of the 1965 
Annual Town Meeting. (As requested by Mr. and Mrs. Manuel V. Ray- 
mond) 


Moved by Mr. Taves that Article 36 be voted as printed. Motion 
carried. 


ARTICLE 37. To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Select- 
men to enter into negotiations with the Administrator of the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development to apply for Federal Funds and that 
the Board of Selectmen be authorized to expend same for surveys, plans 
and reports, with estimates of cost, of a sewerage system, in all its various 
phases, with the understanding that the Town will reimburse the Federal 
Government for that part of the cost of surveys, plans and reports al- 
located to a particular sewerage project, if, and when, the particular 
sewerage project is subsequently voted by the Town of Provincetown, said 
study to be made by an engineer, approved by the Administrator, and that 
the Town authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of the Board of Se- 
lectmen, to accept a Planning advance from the United States Govern- 
ment under the terms of Public Law 560, as amended, for the purpose of 
making said survey for the sewerage system of Provincetown, or take any 
action relating thereto. (On petition of Nicholas Wells and others) 


Moved by Mr. Shartle that Article 37 be voted as printed. 


Mr. Shartle explained further that there is no cost to the town at this 
time if the Article is adopted. Federal funds provided by the Department 
of Urban Housing and Development is an interest-free loan with no time 
limit, to be payable only after it is decided to build the sewerage system. 
If and when it is decided to build this system the funds advanced for the 
survey are added to the cost of any part of the system, in like proportion, 
as used to apply for additional funds. To obtain this loan, it must be ap- 
plied for before October 1, 1969. 


Mr. Gutzler stated that this is in reality a phase of the Master Plan. 
This is something that is going to be needed in the future, and if plans 
are drawn now, they are free of charge and will be ready when needed. 
Also, the charge for making such plans will be less now than they will be 
several years from now. If this application is accepted, the Town will need 
pay for only 10 to 20 per cent of the entire cost if applied for before Octo- 
ber 1, 1969. 
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Mr. Shartle stated that he has bids from three engineering firms in 
Boston who estimate that for a town of nineteen thousand people, the 
study cost alone comes to under $20,000. If we assume our cost as 15 or 20 
per cent which must be returned to the Government when we contract for 
the complete job, our cost then would be somewhere in the vicinity of 
$3,500. Further explained—that whatever per cent of the sewerage system 
is necessary at that partcular time when the system is deemed necessary, 
then we would contract for that percentage, and that amount would have 
to be reimbursed. 


Mr. Hancock stated that there are two things that will interefere with 
our getting a grant. First, the amount of money that may be available 
under Public Law 560 is not known. Second, there is a policy in effect 
that on any Federal Grant involving Public Works, that you have to have 
the approval, (before you have a grant) of a Regional Planning Agency. 
To Provincetown, this means that we will have to have the approval of 
the Barnstable County Economic Planning and Development Commission. 
We are not assured that a grant will be forthcoming. 


Mr. Shartle advised that he represents Provincetown on the board of 
the Cape Cod Economic Planning and Development Commission and has 
the sanction of the board to present this article at the Town Meeting. 


Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 38. Moved that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $800 for reconditioning the piano at Town Hall Auditorium or do 
anything in relation thereto. (As requested by the Town Manager) 


Moved by Mr. Kenney that Article 38 be voted as printed. 
Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 39. To see if the Town, in connection with the develop- 
ment and beautification of the area known as the Bas Relief (monument 
depicting the Signing of the Mayflower Compact) will authorize moving 
the legend of the Mayflower Compact monument, presently on Ryder 
Street, to the Bas Relief area; and to further see if the Town will author- 
ize, in connection with the foregoing, moving the Dorothy Bradford stone 
from its present site at the foot of Pilgrim Monument exit road at the cor- 
ner of Bradford and Alden Streets, to the Bas Relief area, or do anything 
in relation thereto. (As requested by the Town Manager) 


Moved by Mr. DeRiggs that Article 39 be voted as printed. 


Motion carried by a counted vote of 115 yes and 71 no. 


ARTICLE 40. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to appoint a committee to make suitable arrangements for the 
celebration of the 350th Anniversary of the Landing of the Pilgrims in 
1970, and in connection therewith to raise and appropriate the sum of $100 
for use by this committee. (As requested by the Board of Selectmen and 
Town Manager) : 
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Moved by Mr. Taves that Article 40 be voted as printed. 


Mr. Flores amended that the Town vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to appoint a committee of 10 persons to make suitable arrange- 
ments for the Celebration of the 350th Anniversary of the Landing of the 
Pilgrims in 1970, and that the five Selectmen be part of said committee 
and in connection therewith raise and appropriate the sum of $100 for use 
by this committee. 


The amendment passed. The motion as amended carried. 
Mr. James Souza made a motion te adjourn at 9:30 P. M. 


The motion to adjourn was defeated. 


ARTICLE 41. To see if the Town will vote to participate in a regional 
refuse disposal planning for Cape Cod, and in connection therewith to 
authorize the Moderator to appoint a committee consisting of three mem- 
bers to represent Provincetown in the aforesaid planning. (As requested 
by the Planning Board) 


Moved by Mr. Shartle that Article 41 be voted as printed. 


Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 42. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $950, or any other sum, to be used as its share of the total 
Cape-wide cost of completing a survey of regional disposal planning for 
Cape Cod, or do anything in relation thereto. (As requested by the Plan- 
ning Board) 


Mr. Hancock amended that the Town transfer from the balance of 
Article 55, 1963 and Article 40, 1964 the sum of $950 to accomplish this 
purpose. 


Mr. Malicoat advised that this balance is money appropriated by the 
Master Plan, and although this money has not been used to the present, 
it will be needed in the future. 


The amendment was not carried. Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 43. To see if the Town will accept the layout of a way 
called King’s Way, said way extending from Pleasant Street, a Town way . 


to Conant Street Extension, another Town way and being the same as 
shown and delineated on a plan of said layout made by Francis J. Alves, 
C.E.; dated January 1969 entitled “Town of Provincetown, Plan of King’s 
Way, as laid out by the Board of Selectmen, January 1969, Scale one inch 
equals ten feet”, and to see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
acquire by purchase or eminent domain, the land within the side lines of 
the aforesaid layout, and for this purpose raise and appropriate the sum 


of $100, or do anything in relation thereto. (As requested by the Board 
of Selectmen)

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Moved by Mr. Irmer that Article 43 be voted as printed. 
The motion carried by a counted vote of 153 yes, 0 no. 


ARTICLE 44 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men and Town Manager to acquire by purchase or eminent domain pro- 
ceedings a 10’ easement for drainage purposes across the easterly end of 
the property known as the East End Cold Storage, and in connection 
therewith to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$100 for this purpose, or do anything in relation thereto. (As requested by 
the Selectmen and Town Manager) 


Moved by Mr. Kenney that Article 44 be voted as printed. 
Motion carried by a counted vote of 157 yes and 0 no. 


ARTICLE 45. To see if the Town will vote to acquire, by purchase or 
eminent domain action, land of Robert E. Collinson identified as Parcel 
958 as shown in Assessors’ Plan Book, blocks 24 and 25, consisting of 3.3 
plus-acres, the said land to be used for Public Works purposes, and te 
further see if the Town will vote to reimburse Robert E. Collinson for the 
aforesaid land by conveying to him Town land, identified as Parcel 961 as 
shown in Assessors’ Plan Book, blocks 24 and 25, consisting of 42,000 plus- 
Square feet, or do anything in relation thereto. (As requested by the Se- 
lectmen and Town Manager) 


Moved by Mr. DeRiggs that Article 45 be voted as printed. 


In question, Mr. Malcolm Newman wanted to know where the land 
Was. 


Mr. Hancock showed a plan showing the land. 
Motion carried by a vote of 181 yes and 0 no. 


ARTICLE 46. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 23 of 
the Town By-Laws as follows: 


In lines 7 and 8 of the aforesaid Section 23, to change the wording 
“Five Hundred Dollars ($500)” to read “Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000)”, 
or do anything in relation thereto. (As requested by the Town Manager) 


Moved by Mr. DeRiggs that Article 46 be adopted as printed. 


Moved by Mr. Bell to amend the motion to read “One Thousand Dol- 
lars ($1,000)” for the words “Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000)”. 


Mr. Bell went on to say that the Finance Committee realizes the need 
of this Article to keep up with the rising cost of everything. A great deal 
of time and some expense is engaged in letting out to bid, purchases of 
over $500 as the original By-Law calls for. The Finance Committee feels 
that the figure of $1,000 is sufficient. 


Mr. Hancock explained the reason for his request of $2,000. In the 
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first place, he stated, any repair work that is let out to bid is on public 
buildings. It is required that as part of the specifications, the minimum 
wage rate, as determined by the Department of Labor and Industry, is 
spelled-out specifically. These rates are substantially higher than the 
prevailing rates for the various building trades in Provincetown. There- 
fore, the bidder must comply to these rates. This raises the cost of minor 
repair costs. If the wording states $2,000, we feel that money could be 
saved. And if this is voted to read $2,000, this does not mean that we will 
not take informal bids either by telephone or by letter if we felt that we 
should do so. 


Included into the original motion, and the amendment to the motion 
is the wording of Article 3 under Section 23 of the Town By-Law. 


The amendment carried by a counted vote of 179 yes, 0 no. Motion 
carried as amended. 


Moved by Mr. Munro Moore to recess at 10:10. Motion carried. 
Meeting called to order at 10:25. 


ARTICLE 47. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section II (Res- 
idential District Uses) of the Zoning By-laws by deleting paragraph 5 
(Arts and Crafts Shops) from Class G Residential District. (On petition 
of Munro Moore and others) 


Mr. Gutzler stated that the Planning Board had a report to be made 
concerning a public hearing in relation to Article 40. 


Moved by Mr. Costa that the Town vote to amend Section II of the 
Zoning By-Law by deleting paragraph 5 (Arts and Crafts Shops) from 
Class G Residential District. 


The following report was read by Mr. Matthew Costa: 


The Planning Board herewith files its report with the Town Modera- 
tor on the hearing conducted on the subject of amending the Zoning By- 
Law by deleting “Arts and Crafts” from Class “G” Residential Dis 
Section 2—Paragraph 5 thereof. 


The hearing was held at the Town Hall on February 25th at 7:00 
P.M. There were approximately 18 persons in attendance. 


The matter was freely discussed and the principal question that 
emerged was the status of existing Arts and Crafts shops or studios in 
zones where the change was proposed. 


It was indicated by several in the audience that such uses of non- 
conforming character were allowed in other instances where changes oc- 
curred after the character of use was changed, and that any change in the 
by-law should affect conditions occurring after the change only. 


On the basis of the minutes taken of the proceedings, the review of same 
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and the independent considerations given to this matter by the Planning 
Board, it is our respectful report that the interests of the town would best 
be served by the amendment of the zoning by-law by deleting the words 
“Arts and Crafts” from Class “G” Residential District, Section 2—Para- 
graph 5 of the Zoning By-Law aforesaid.

Mr. Gonsalves clarified this Article by stating that this Article pre- 
vents people from coming into town with premade goods. Those that are 
there will remain. 


-Mr. Moore stated that by removing these shops from Class G districts, 
one is in affect removing them also from Class W districts because it is 
Stated in the Zoning By-Laws that—under Class W—any use permitted 
in Class G. 


Mr. Gonsalves explained that this reading of Class G Residential Dis- 
trict was put in for a specific reason. That reason being to exclude Arts 
and Craft Shops from both Class G and W since there is now only one 
shop in a Class G District; all of the others are in Class W Districts. 


Mr. Wells defined an Arts and Craft Shop as written in the Zoning 
By-Laws. It reads as follows: 


“Arts and Crafts shops: may have for sale or barter only such objects 
which were handcrafted within the environs of Provincetown or by li- 
censee, and not items which were mass produced by manufacture, as gift 
and novelties of the type commonly sold in a gift and souvenir shop”. 


Motion carried by a counted vote of 178 yes, 9 no. 


ARTICLE 48. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section IV of 
the Provincetown Zoning By-Laws by deleting paragraph 2c, (Municipal 
Use). (On petition of William A. White and others) 


Mr. Gutzler stated that the Planning Board had a report to be made 
concerning a public hearing in relation to Article 48. 


Moved by Mr. Wells that Article 48 be indefinitely postponed. 
The following report was made by Mr. Nicholas Wells: 


The Planning Board herewith files its report with the Town Modera- 
tor on the hearing conducted on the subject of amending the Zoning By- 
Law by deleting the words “Municipal Use” from Section IV, Paragraph 
2c of said By-Law. 
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The hearing was held at Town Hall on February 25th, 1969, pursuant 
to a petition requesting this consideration, signed by citizens and turned 
over to the Planning Board by the Town Manager’s office. 


There were approximately 18 persons in attendance at the hearing, 
and opportunity was given to any interested persons to speak on the 
measure. 


On the basis of the minutes taken of the proceedings, the review of 
same and the independent considerations given to this matter by the 
Planning Board, it is our respectful report that the interests of the town 
would best be served by preserving the By-Law as it now is. 


The Planning Board is of the opinion that the Town, in matters of 
zoning should not be entitled to any greater rights or privileges than any 
citizen. The Town with its greater strength and power could be capable 
of imposing aggravations to a zoning scheme faster and more devastat- 
ingly than any private citizen, unless precluded from doing so by protec- 
tive laws. 


It is the opinion of the Planning Board that if circumstances arise, 
requiring a variance from a given By-Law in order to serve a valid and 
justifiable‘town purpose, that such purpose should be pursued in the con- 
ventional and accepted manner of filing an appeal with the Board of Ap- 
peals seeking a variance, which if justified by the circumstances would 
undoubtedly be granted. This procedure would give a measure of pro- 
tection to abutting property owners, for they would have to receive notice 
—and if aggrieved they would make adequate protest. To give the town 
carte blanche in a freedom from zoning restraints is an invitation to deny 
this protective cloak to the citizens. 


In this respect, the Planning Board wishes to call attention to the fact 
that there is currently before the Legislature Bill No. H 469 seeking Zon- 
ing Exemption for Public Buildings. We have received a communication 
from the Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards indicating that 
they are opposed to this bill. The Provincetown Planning Board supports 
this opposition.

‘printed. 


The following report was given by Mr. Malicoat: 


The Planning Board herewith files its report with the Town Modera- 
tor on the Hearing conducted on the subject of amending the Zoning By- 
Law and deleting from the permitted uses in Class W Residential, Item No. 
16—Tea Rooms. 


The hearing was held at Town Hall on February 18, 1969 shortly after 
8:00 P. M. There were about 75 citizens present and four members of the 
Planning Board. One member was absent. 


‘The subject was freely discussed for a period of about one hour. About 
ten different citizens participated in the discussion. 


On the basis of the minutes taken of the proceedings, the review of 
Same and the independent consideration given to this matter by the Plan- 
hing Board, it is our respectful report that the interests of the town would 
best be served by the amendment of the Zoning By-Law by deleting from 
Class W Residential Uses Item No. 16 which permits Tea Rooms in said 
districts at the present time, to the end that no such future use may be 
among those permitted.

ARTICLE 50. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 
Law by changing the zone of the following described area from Class W to 
Class B:—All of that area from the Provincetown-Truro line south of 
Route 6 to Route 6A (by whatever name it becomes known) to its present 
meeting point with Bradford Street; and all of that area South of Route 
6 lying between Snail Road and Howland Street to the north side of Brad- 
ford Street, or to take any other action in relation thereto. (As requested 
by the Planning Board) 


Moved by Mr. Wells that the Town vote to amend Article 50 to read 
as follows: - 7 So 
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To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Law by changing 
the zone of the following described area from Class W to Class B:— 


Section 1:—All of that area lying south of Route 6, bounded on the 
west by Howland Street to a point on Howland Street 300’ distant from 
the northerly side of Bradford Street; thence in an easterly direction on a 
course 300’ north of Bradford Street as aforesaid to a point 400’ from the 
westerly side of Snail Road; thence in a northerly direction to Route 6 on 
a course 400’ feet from the westerly side of Snail Road. 


Section 2:—All of that area in a locality commonly referred to as May- 
flower Heights, lying South of Route 6 and North of Route 6A and 
bounded on the east by Lot No. 1 of Parcel O and Lots 1-14 of -Parcel M 
as noted on the Assessors’ Map; thence in a westerly direction along Route 
6A to a road bordering the Cape & Vineyard transformer station; thence 
in a northerly direction to Route 6 on a course projected along the west- 
erly side of Cape and Vineyard lands to Route 6. 


Mr. Gutzler stated that the Planning Board had a report to be made 
on a public hearing held in connection with Article 50. 


The following report was read by Mr. Nicholas Wells: 


The Planning Board herewith files its report with the Town Moder- 
ator on the hearing conducted on the above motion. 


The hearing was conducted at Town Hall on February 18, 1969. There 
was an estimated attendance of 75 persons. 


The hearing concerned itself with a change of zone of the following 
lands:—All that area from the Provincetown-Truro line south of Route 6 
to Route 6A to its present meeting point with Bradford Street, presently 
in Class W to become Class B; and all of that area south of Route 6 lying 
between Snail Road and Howland Street to the North side of Bradford 
Street, presently in Class W, to become Class B. 


A substantial amount of correspondence had been received pro and 
con, which was filed with the Planning Board secretary to become part 
of the record of the hearing. 


A petition was submitted by Town Manager, Robert Hancock, which 
had originally been presented to the Board of Selectmen containing 183 
Signatures expressing opposition to a proposed change of zone. Mr. Han- 
cock then spoke in opposition to a change of zone and gave his arguments 
to support his views, asking the Planning Board to withdraw the article 
by requesting this of the Selectmen. 


Public Hearings conducted under the law cannot be made the subject 
of “petition pressure” in the view of the Planning Board—and the Plan- 
ning Board would consider it highly irregular to interrupt any hearing 
once inaugurated without the consent of the citizens at Town Meeting, 
for it is then the citizens’ and their’s alone to decide. Consequently the. 
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petition presented was received in the same manner that correspondence 
was received, to be given consideration with all testimony and exhibits as 
one total matter—so that proper reference could be made in the report 
to the citizens at Town Meeting. 


Because of the deep importance of the subject matter of this hearing, 
a considerable amount of time was devoted to airing all views both pro 
and con, and these views were predominantly opposed to the extent of 
proposed re-zoning but not necessarily to the fact of re-zoning a portion 
of the area, although some views were expressed as being completely in 
opposition just as some were expressed as being completely in favor. 


Strong arguments were made for the exclusion of Snail Road and the 
northerly side of Bradford Street from the propsased zoning. Strong argu- 
ments were presented in favor of protectively zoning the presently inac- 
cessible interior lands along the former railroad right of way indicating 
that if there is any area in the Town which justifies being in a Class B 
zone, it is land such as this that qualifies. 


It should be a cardinal principle in zoning that lands should be used 
for the highest and best purpose. But there lies the rub. What is the 
highest and best purpose? Opinions differ. One must fall back upon the 
common sense question—“ How do you want your town to look in the fu- 
-ture?” For it is for the future as well as the present that zoning enact- 
ments come into being. 


There have been recurrent utterances of dismay concerning the lack 
of residential building sites in our town. Repeatedly one is told, that home 
locations are unavailable. To a considerable extent this is true, even 
though there are land areas where homesites can be provided. However, 
the process of converting wild iand into useable building sites is quite 
complex. 


Since the Town has voted to acquire the former railroad right of way 
from Howland Street to the town line, one can anticipate that the future 
plans will call for a roadway over this railroad land which would open up 
some choice land and provide some of the finest residential sites in the 
town. The Planning Board submits therefore that such a body of land 
should be appropriately zoned so that its residential character would re- 
main unimpaired. 


However, a different picture presents itself in the already developed 
area along Bradford Street from Snail Road to Howland Street as well as 
on Snail Road from Route 6 to Route 6A. Along Bradford Street most of 
the land is already pre-empted and the homes and businesses that are 
there have grown accustomed to being with each other over a period of 
time. With respect to Snail Road, the Planning Board submits that this 
is an area of high traffic density and that residences on this thoroughfare 
would not be the highest and best use for the land involved, but that the 
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highest and best use could be realized within the Class W Zone presently 
established there. For this reason the Planning Board recommends that 
commencing with the Howland Street Intersection with Bradford Street, a 
band of land three hundred feet deep running easterly and parallel with 
Bradford Street to Snail Road remain as is in Class W Zone and that a 
band of land from State Highway (Route 6) 400’ deep and running south- 
erly parallel with Snail Road to its intersection with Bradford Street re- 
maining as is in Class W Zone. 


With respect to the lands on the easterly side of Snail Road, the Plan- 
ning Board also submits that this should remain in the present Class W 
Zone with the exception of certain lands embraced in the area commonly 
described as Mayflower Heights, and which is described in the recom- 
mended amendment to Article 50. 


This would result in a condition where the already developed Beach 
Point area would remain in its present zone, as well as the land on the 
southerly side of Route 6A. Also remaining in the present zone would be 
the land on the northerly side of Route 6A commencing at the Cape & 
Vineyard transformer station as described in the published suggested 
amendment to Article 50.

Motion to take Article 50 in two sections passed. 


Mr. Wells showed a map to the voters. This map showed the present 
zones, and the changes that would be made under Article 50. 
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Mr. Raymond Souza made an amendment to have Section 1 under 
Article 50 to read 400’ north of Bradford Street. 


Amendment to the motion carried. 


Mr. Hancock recommended that since the land in question is not 
readily accessible, there is no hurry for this Article to pass,—further 
recommended to defeat this Article and that the Planning Board sometime 
in the future, continuing their study of this, notify every land owner in 
the area by registered mail to a discussion meeting. 


Mr. Gracie directed a question to the Planning Board asking whether 
this action taken by Article was involved with the master plan in any way. 


Mr. Costa answered that the Master Plan calls for as much Residen- 
tial area as possible be set aside for the town. In this way, this Article is 
definitely involved with the Master Plan. 


Mr. Perry asked the Building Inspector, through the Moderator, to 
quote the Class B Zoning Law. 


The Class B Zoning Law states as follows: Area Regulations 


Rear Yards 20 feet 

Side Yards 15 feet 

Front Yards 30 feet 

Lot Size 8,000 square feet 

Projections Overhead projections at the main entrance may extend 
into the front yard not to exceed a distance of five feet. 


The Class B Residential District Uses: 


1. One single family dwelling per lot 


Accessory use including garage space for storage of not more than 
three automobiles 


3. Non-commercial signs, excluding neon, on premises and not exceeding 
two square feet in area 


4. Vegetable or flower garden incidental to owner’s use 


Mr. Martin directed a question to Planning Board wanting to know 
why this Article calls for the change from Class W to Class B and not to 
Class G. 


Mr. Malicoat answered that the niain reason was to keep this from 
becoming small lots. Also, to keep any type of commercial enterprise out 
of it. 


Section 1 under Article 50 was defeated by an 80 yes, 97 no vote. 

Discussion was now opened on Section 2 of Article 50. 

Moved by Mr. Herman DeSilva that the meeting adjourn, but with- 
drew his motion in order that Article 50 could be completed. 
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Mr. Gonsalves stated that Class B Residential District calls for lot 
sizes to be 8,000 square feet. The land in question, most of the lots are 
less than 4,000 square feet. This would mean that any of the land owners 
would, automatically, not be able to build on their property. 


Mr. Malicoat advised that letters received from the land owners stated 
that they would be delighted to have this area Class B Residential. 


Mr. Hancock informed that one of the land owners in this area had 
called him expressing his disapproval of this Article. 


Section 2 under Article 50 was defeated by a vote of 70 yes, 99 no. 


Mr. DeSilva moved to adjourn at 12:15 P. M. Motion carried.

Mr. Gutzler stated that the Planning Board had a report to make on 
a public hearing held in connection with Article 53. 


Moved by Mr. Costa that Article 53 be adopted as printed. 
The following report was given by Mr. Matthew Costa: 


The Planning Board herewith files its report with the Town Modera- 


ton on the hearing conducted on the subject of a proposed amendment to 


the zoning by-law which would change the present maximum number of 


‘stories from 3 to 2%, constituting a change from the present provision as 


set forth in Section VI-B.

The hearing was held at Town Hall on February 18, 2969 and was at- 
tended by approximately 75 persons. 


_. This matter received substantial discussion which went back to the 
origin of the height control provision and the fact that as originally of- 
fered to the voters at Town Meeting it specified a maximum height of 2% 
stories which was later amended on the floor of Town Meeting to a height 


-of 3 stories. 


-On the basis of the minutes taken of the proceedings, the review of 
same, and the independent considerations given to this matter by the 
Planning Board, itis our respectful report that the proposal to amend the 
maximum height to 2% stories be supported and the by-law which would 
effectuate this would be adopted. 


The Planning Board submits that since the original enactment of this 
provision substantial protective good has come to the town by limiting the 
height of buildings. At the same time we can observe that in other Cape 
towns the lead set by Provincetown in this respect has been substantially 
followed. In one community large public agitation has followed an an- 
nouncement of a six story structure proposed to be built, because protective 
safeguards were lacking. 


The Planning Board submits, that the historic pattern, the landscape, 
the clustered formation of structures, all are compelling reasons to recon- 
Sider the maximum height subject. It is easy to observe within our town, 
the relative desirability of the lower and snug type of construction com- 
pared with higher buildings. Once again, the question must be asked, 
“How do you want your town to look?” The Planning Board submits, 
that a change in the zoning by-law to a maximum of 2% stories will pro- 
duce a better looking town, and conditions that enable municipal fulfill- 
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ment of mechanical demands, as they relate to the health, welfare, and 


safety of the citizens.

ARTICLE 54. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Building 
Code by adding under Article V—Section 2b Permits and Plans, the fol- 
lowing: 


A permit must be obtained from the Inspector of Wires prior to re- 
moval or dismantling of electrical attachments as described herein from 
sidewalls of any type on any structure. Such permit can only be issued 
to a licensed electrician who will be responsible for the removal, adjust- 
ment, and disconnecting of all electrical meters, cables, conduits, fixtures, 
switches, cable, or conduit supports and wiring attached to the building. 
Such electrician shall also be responsible for the replacement and/or re- 
installation of the above listed items. 


The following conditions must be met for approval of all metal siding 
installations: 


1. All service cables shall be properly protected at its point of en- 
trance tc the building by providing rounded edges in the siding with suf- 
ficient clearance from cable contact. Cable supports shall be required at 
spacings of 18” to 24”. Rigid conduit must be used on all metal siding 
installations. 


2. Proper clearance and smooth edges shall also be provided for 
openings of fixtures or receptacle outlets. 


3. Good electrical contact must be made between painted panels. 
Sheet metal screws must be used between panels and bonding straps. 


4. U.L. approved wire end connections and sheet metal screw attach- 
ments must be used, as is U.L. approved BI metal pipe clamp and 
grounded rods. If water main is metal pipe from house to town water 
main, ground should be attached to the cold water pipe. 
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5. No. 8 solid aluminum wire is to be used to attach any corner of the 
building, with No. 6 lugs. All outside lighting fixtures are to be reinstalled 
and secured to the metal siding with proper type screws to insure proper 
grounding of the fixtures. 


6. If the metal or aluminum siding is not of the interlocking type all 
four corners of the dwelling should be bonded together by use of No. 6 lugs 
and No. 8 solid aluminum wire. 


7. Solid strap underlayment shall be recognized as necessary, not 
screen wire. 


8. All meter bases must be mounted with non-conducting material 
between the base and metal siding, or to take any other action in relation 
thereto. (Amendment requested by Joseph Trovato, Inspector of Wires 
and others) 


Moved by Mr. Gutzler that Article 54 be adopted as printed. 


Mr. Gutzler stated that the Planning Board had a report to be made 
on a public hearing held in connection with Article 54. 


The following report was given by Mr. Gutzler: 


The Planning Board herewith files its report with the Town Moderator 
on the hearing conducted on the above captioned subject. 


‘The hearing was conducted at Town Hall on February 18th, 1969, 
persuant to a request previously from the Inspector of Wiring. 


It considered the advisability of enacting a regulation which would 
make it necessary to obtain a permit from the Inspector of Wiring in cer- 
tain alterations, where the electric service lines attached to the sructures 
had to be uncoupled or disturbed, so that the safety interests of the town 
could be protected. Including, the hearing made consideration of rules 
and regulations governing practices involved in this type of work. 


This subject was generally supported by those in attendance, as a valid 
safety measure.

Such permit cannot be issued util notice of application therefor has 
been advertised for a period of two successive weeks in a local newspaper, 
with a brief description of the nature and scope of the work to be done, 
provided however that emergency repair work as may be made necessary 
by fire, flood, hurricane or wind damage or other Acts of God or the pub- 
lic enemy or of catastrophic nature shall be exempt from this provision to 
the extent of any repairs, without enlargement, made necessary by the 
emergency. 


Mr. Shartle read the following report: 


The Planning Board herewith files its report with the Town Moder- 
ator on the hearing held on the subject of amending the building code. 


The hearing was held at the Town Hall on February 18, 1969. About 
75 persons were in attendance. 


The purpose of the hearing was to specifically consider the advisabil- 
ity of amending Article V so that it would provide that a building permit 
cannot be issued until it has been advertised for a period of two successive 
weeks with a brief description of the nature and the scope of the work to 
be done. 


This matter was actively discussed for a period of almost an hour. 
Questions were raised concerning the advisability of the measure and 
whether hardships would be worked upon individuals anxious to proceed. 
These views were thoroughly explored. 


A question was raised as to situations which called for immediate 
work when repairs had to be made due to an emergency such as fire. 


It was developed that emergencies called for immediate action and 
Should be excluded from the operation of any proposed measure. 


Views were expressed that the over-all interests of all citizens would 
be served if by publication of a notice of application for a permit the com- 
munity would receive notice of what was proposed, so that any potential 
encroachment upon rights of other citizens could be guarded against. . 
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On the basis of the minutes taken of the proceedings, the review of 
same, and the independent consideration given to this matter by the Plan- 
ning Board, it is our respectful report that it is in the best interests of the 
Town that all Building Permit Applications be advertised as indicated in 
the subject matter of the Notice of Hearing, but that an amendment 
should be made tc the proposed article exempting emergency work. Con- 


_ sistent with this, we report that we favor an amendment from any pro- 


posed advertising requirement of “such emergency repair work as may be 


made necessary by fire, flood, hurricane, or wind damage or other acts of 


God, the public enemy or of catastrophic nature, in which event repairs 
without enlargement may be made without the necessity of prior adver- 
tising.

Mr. Russell Perry stated that as a contractor, some of the jobs he has 
done have been completed within two days. For a man in the business to 
have to wait two weeks before starting, he is losing a lot of money. 


Mr. Bell advised that the Finance Committee does not recommend this 


Article by a 6 to 1 vote. 


Mr. Buffington posed a question, via the Chair, to Town Counsel as 
to if someone was to get a building permit, and after the two week wait- 
ing period, start to build, but it was illegal because the Building Inspector 
had made a mistake or that a neighbor now felt against such a structure, 
would the two week waiting protect the builder under law. 


Mr. Snow, Town Counsel, answered that it will not. 
The motion as amended was defeated by a counted vote 21 yes, 111 no. 


ARTICLE 56. To see if the Town will vote to adope the rules and 


regulations to be known as the Sign Code of the Town of Provincetown. 


Article I—Title 


This outdoor advertising sign regulation shall be known as the Proy- 


incetown Outdoor Sign Code and will hereinafter be called code. 


Article 1I—Code Remedial—Applicability—Minimum Requirements and 
Purposes 


The provisions of these regulations are hereby declared to be remedial 
and to be construed so as to secure the beneficial interests herein. 


The provisions are intended to regulate outdoor advertising signs 
Within the limits of Provincetown. The provisions of this code shall be 
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held to be the minimum requirements for the prevention and the preserva- 
tion of the Health and Welfare of its inhabitants and shall be controlling 
as to all buildings and structures subject to this Code unless more strin- 
gent requirements are provided by the laws of this Commonwealth or by 
any of the divisions, Boards or agencies empowered by law to act in the 
premises, or by any existing By-Law of the Town. 


It is the declared desire to prevent any adverse effect on the Town’s 
unusual beauty, by reason of its historic background and picturesque sur- 
roundings, so as to secure the beneficial interests and purposes hereof, 
all in the interest of the public welfare. 


Article I1]—Outdoor Signs and Display Regulations 
Scope and Intent: 


The provisions of these Articles shall govern the size, number of signs 
per business, construction, alteration, repair and maintenance of all signs, 
outdoor display structures, together with their appurtenant and auxiliary 
devices, in respect to structural and fire safety. The intent of these Arti- 
cles is to protect and preserve the unique character of Provincetown. 


Article IV—Definitions and Sizes of Signs 


(Sec. 1) For the purpose of the following sections the following defin- 
itions shall apply: 


a, Ground Sign: A sign or billboard erected on the ground and which 
is self-supporting other than a sign erected above a roof with supports on 
the ground. 


b. Projecting Sign: Any sign that is affixed to and extends outward 
from the wall of a building or other structure. 


c. Roof Sign: Any letter, word, model, sign device or representation 
in the nature of advertisement, announcement, or direction supported 
wholly or in part over or above any building or erected, constructed or 
maintained upon or above the roof of a building. 


d. Wall Sign: A sign or poster affixed to the walls of a building or 
other structure with the exposed face thereof in a plane, parallel, or al- 
most parallel to the plane of said walls. 


e. Marquee Sign: A sign attached to or supported by a marquee. 


f. Temporary Sign: A sign on cloth, cardboard, or any other tempor- 
ary material. 


g. Illuminated Sign: Shall be governed, as to size and location as 
provided by the Building Code, the Zoning By-Laws, the Electrical Code, 
and the Fire Safety Laws. 


(Sec. 2) Prohibited Signs: 


a. No person, firm, association or corporation shall post, erect, dis- 
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play, or maintain within public view from a highway within the Town of 
Provincetown any “off premises” billboard signs or other advertising de- 
vice except as provided for in the rules and regulations for the control 
and restriction of billboards, signs and other advertising devices promul- 
gated by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. (Sections 29-33, Chapter 


93, General Laws, as amended) 


b. Pylon signs or special ground signs supported by tall mast-like 
members, or pyramidal tower supports. 


c. No signs advertising “off premises” products, services, entertain- 
ment or anything detracting from the appearance of the neighborhood 
shall be painted or affixed to a rock or tree. 


d. Signs producing glare. 


e. Neon, gas filled tube type illuminated Signs of the flashing or ani- 
mated type and flashing or activated lights or beacons used to attract at- 
tention. In no case shall illuminated Signs of any type tend to interfere 
with traffic or traffic signals. 


f. No person shall, while on foot or in or upon any place, sidewalk or 
in any street in the Town of Provincetown carry and display any show- 
card, banner, board, placard or sign for advertising purposes, or for dis- 
playing or attracting attention to the same except in accordance with a 
permit first obtained from the Building Inspector, with the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen, and no person having the care, control and operation 
of any vehicle used for advertising purposes shall permit such vehicle to 
travel in any of the public streets in the Town of Provincetown except in 
accordance with a permit first obtained from the Building Inspector, with 
the approval of the Board of Selectmen. 


g. No person shall without the consent of the Building Inspector and 
approval by the Board of Selectmen post, tack, paste, or affix in any man- 
ner or paint, print, or write or cause to be painted, printed, or written a 
notice, advertisement, circular, sheet of paper, or advertising material in 
any form upon a curbstone, sidewalk, tree, telephone, telegraph, electric or 
railway pole, sign post, lamp post, hydrant, or square, park or public place, 
or upon a walk, fence, wharf building or on property belonging to the Town 
of Provincetown. 


h. No person shall display or maintain or cause to be displayed or 
maintained any sign, article or merchandise or any other thing on any 


_ Street, way, or sidewalk in the Town of Provincetown. 


(Sec. 3) Size: Measurement of Signs: 


A projecting sign or ground sign or roof sign shall be measured from 
the outside edge of sign board or other material that the sign is painted 
on, or constructed on. A wall sign is measured from the outside edges of 
any words or illustrations. Measurements to be taken in a rectangular 
shape only. 
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(Sec. 4) Sign Sizes: 


The outside dimension of a sign shall be 16 square feet. Where not 
stated here, the size of the signs or outdoor displays shall be governed by 
the existing sign by-laws and zoning by-laws or whichever is the most 
restrictive. 


Article V—Number of Signs Per Location and Size 


The maximum number of signs or display structures allowed a business 
or location is two (2). The two signs may not exceed the total allowed 
sign area of the zoned district where located, with the following excep- 
tions: 


a. The total area of signs is governed by the Zoned District they are 
placed in and may not exceed in total square footage that for one sign of 
a zoned district. 


b. A business or location having a 300’ or more frontage along a single 
street or highway may have a maximum of two signs; each sign may have 
the area so designated by the Zoned District where located. 


c. Directional and Service Signs not exceeding one square foot in 
area. These may be used where needed. 


d. Any business or location located on a corner lot may use three 
signs. The maximum square footage not to exceed that allowed for the 
two. 


e. Any business or location having a frontage on parallel streets may 
have two signs located on each street. 


Article VI—Directory Sign 


One directory sign is allowed for a business or businesses with a re- 
mote entrance on a private way. The size is determined by the zone where 
placed. 


Article ViI—Display Sign 


A structure that is arranged, intended, designed or used as an adver- 
tisement, display of goods, announcement or direction and included a sign, 
sign screen, billboard, poster and advertising devices of every kind. 


Article Viti—Wall Sign 


Wall signs shall not be erected so as to extend above the top of the 
wall or extended beyond the ends of the wall, to which they are attached. 


Article [IX—Store Signs 


In addition to any signs previously referred to a business may have 
non-illuminated and non-projecting signs erected at the side or over the 
door of a store or show window of business establishment which announces 
the name of the proprietor and the nature of the business conducted there- 
in, which sign shall not exceed six square feet. 
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Article X—Sale or Rent Signs 


Signs erected to announce the sale or rent of the property so desig- 
nated, provided that such signs are not over 3 square feet in area. 


Article XI—Outdcor Displays and Billboards 


(Sec. 1) No person(s) or busiress shall place or cause to be placed 
out of doors, public way or sidewalk works of art, crafts or other articles 
for sale or other advertising unless such person or business has received 
a permit issued by the Building Inspector with the approval of the Board 
of Selectmen, application for which permit shall be in writing in such form 
as said Inspector shall require. No permit shall be granted for a period 
longer than one year from its date. 


Article X1I—Sign License and Bond 


Only those signs or display structures extending over a public side- 
walk, public way or public street or highway must be licensed by the Build- 
ing Inspector and bond posted in such amount as shall be fixed by the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Article XIIi—Condition of Bond 


Such bond shall be conditioned on the construction, erection and 
maintenance of the sign in accordance with the provisions of this code and 
shall protect and save the Town of Provincetown harmless from any and 
all claims or demand for damages by reason of any negligence of the sign 
hanger, contractor or his agents or by reason of defects in the construction 
or damages resulting from the collapse or failure of any sign or part 
thereof. 


Article XIV—Length of Time Given for Compliance 


All persons, firms, and corporations shall be given a period of two 
years from the time of adoption at a Town Meeting to comply with the 
provisions of the sign code, except any existing sign that is built into or a 
part of a building and not lighted, may upon permission of the Building 
Inspector be allowed to remain in place. 


Article XV—Administration and Enforcement 


The Building Inspector shall administer and enforce all regulations 
contained in this code and may grant persons who have existing signs or 
outdoor displays that do not comply to these regulations or the Zoning 


By-Laws whichever is the more restrictive, a period of time not to exceed 


two years from the date of acceptance at a Town Meeting. The Building 
Inspector shall give a written notice to any person or persons erecting new 
Signs to abide by these regulations within ten days or any sign remaining 
in violation shall be removed. 


Article XVI—Maintenance of Signs 


a. Any sign which is or shall become dangerous or unsafe in any 
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- manner whatsoever or any sign erected hereafter contrary to the provis- 
ions of this Code shall be repaired, made safe, made attractive and in con- 
formity with this Code or shall be taken down and removed by the owner, 
lessor, agent or occupant of the building, property, or land upon which it is 
placed or to which it is attached. 


b. The Building Inspector shall have the power to order the repair 
or removal of any sign which in his opinion is, or is likely to become dan- 
gerous or unsafe, or is erected, or maintained contrary to this code, after 
notice shall have been given as herein provided. The Building Inspector 
shall serve written notice upon the owner, agent, or person having control 
of said sign, directing him to repair or remove the same as the case may 
be within a time not to exceed fifteen (15) days after receipt of such notice. 
In case of failure of such owner or agent or other person having control as 
aforesaid, to comply with such notice, the Building Inspector shall have 
the power under due process of law to enter upon or into the lands, house 
or property upon which the said sign is erected and to remove or cause 
the same to be removed. 


Article XVII—Temporary and Political Signs, Etc. 


Temporary signs, political signs, banners and posters in these categor- 
ies except posters intended for window display shall be referred to the 
Building Inspector for approval and issuance of a permit. Temporary 
signs and banners covering special, holiday and political events must be 
firmly attached to a supporting device and present no undue hazard to the 
public. The time allowed this type of advertising shall not exceed ninety 
(90} days. Political advertising during an election campaign shall be under 
the control of the Building Inspector who may grant a one time group 
permit to the Town Chairman of each major political party. All such 
advertising must be removed within ten days (10) after the election. 


Article XVIII—Appeal—Re Outdoor Sign Regulations 


If any person, firm or corporation shall be aggrieved by the action of 
the Building Inspector in his capacity as administrator and enforcer of 
this Code, an appeal may be made to the Board of Appeals, as provided by 
Article XIV, Sections 1, 2 and 3, and Article XV, for adjustment in accord- 
ance with procedures of the Board within thirty (30) days of the ag- 
grieved action. Appeal may be made on the basis of sign vision, obstruc- 
tion, architectural necessity or topography. 


Article XIX—Permit and Fees Relative To Outdoor Signs 


(Sec. 1) The initial registration fee for all newly erected exterior 
Signs shall be two (2) dollars per sign face. The annual renewal fee for all 
exterior signs shall be one (1) dollar per sign face. 


(Sec. 2) Sign permits shall expire on March 31st and renewal fees 
shall be due and payable on April 1st of each year. 
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Article XX—Town’s Recovery of Expenses in Legal Action 


The expense and disbursements incurred in carrying out the provis- 
ions of this code shall be recoverable by the Town from the owner, agent, 
or the person having control of such sign, in action at law in any court of 
competent jurisdiction upon his, hers or their neglect or refusal to pay the 


‘same within ten (10) days after service of a statement thereof. 


Article XXI—Exceptions 


Signs erected by the Municipal, County, State or Federal Government 
as may be deemed necessary for their respective functions are exempt from 
the provisions of this code. 


Article XXI—Violations and Penalties Concerning All Provisions of Code 


Any person violating any provisions of Article I to XXII of this code 
shall upon conviction thereof be subject to a fine of not less than twenty- 
five (25) dollars and not more than one hundred (100) dollars. 


Article XXIII—Zoning and Effect of Town By-Law 


The Appeal Board may vary the application of any provision of this 
By-Law in a specific case which appears not to have been contemplated by 
this code or in case where manifest injustice is done provided that such 
decision of the Board shall not conflict with the spirit or any provisions 
of this code or the purposes thereof. The decision in such cases shall 
specify the variances allowed and the reasons therefor and shall be im- 
mediately filed in the office of the Town Clerk and shall be a public rec- 
ord. A certified copy shall be sent by mail or otherwise to the applicant 
and a copy kept publicly in the office of the Building Inspector. 


Article XXIV—Repeal of Any Conflicting By-Laws 


(Sec. 1) All previously enacted By-Laws, or sections thereof, incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this code are hereby repealed. 


(Sec. 2) Prior Law 


The adoption of this Code shall not be deemed to excuse, invalidate or 
affect any violation of or offense under any previously existing By-Law, 
rule or regulation, nor any action, suit, prosecution or proceeding pending 
on the effective date of this Code or any punishment, penalty, forfeiture 
or liability incurred for any such violation or offense, nor shall the adop- 


tion hereof be deemed to affect any act done, ratified or confirmed, or 


(except as above provided) a permit granted under any such By-Law, rule 
or regulation. 
(Sec. 3) Official Continued in Office 


Notwithstanding anything to the contrary herein contained, the Build- 
ing Inspector holding office shall continue to hold office for the purposes 


of this Code until his successor is appointed. 
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Mr. Gonsalves felt he could enforce this Sign Code, if the people voted 
for it. ! 
Motion as amended was defeated by a vote of 71 yes, 74 no. 


ARTICLE 57. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500 as the Town’s share to support the Barnstable Child Guidance 
Clinic. (As requested by the School Committee) 


Moved by Mr. DeSilva that Article 57 be adopted as printed. 
Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 58. To see if the Town will vote to create a special unpaid 
committee to be known as a regional school district planning committee, 
to consist of three members, including one member of the school commit- 
tee, to be appointed by the Moderator in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 14 of Chapter 71 of the General Laws, as amended, and that there 
be appropriated for the use of said committee the sum of $500. (As re- 
quested by the School Committee) 


Moved by Mr. DeSilva that Article 58 be adopted as printed. 


Motion carried.

$9,000 for Veterans Services and to meet the aforesaid appropriation to see 
if the Town will authorize transfer of $9,000 from the Welfare U. S. Grants 
Accounts, or do anything in relation thereto.

Motion by Mr. Ernest Irmer that the Town vote to rescind the vote of 


the Town adopted under Article 1 of the Special Town Meeting of Novem- 

ber 25, 1968, appropriating $380,000.00 as its share of the cost of construct- 
ing a stone Breakwater by the United States Army Corps of Engineers in 
Provincetown Harbor; and to raise and appropriate the sum of $380,000 to 
“pay for its share of a stone Breakwater project being constructed by the 
’ United States Army Corps of Engineers in Provincetown Harbor; and to 
meet said appropriation to authorize the Town Treasurer, with the approv- 
al of the Board of Selectmen, to issue bonds or notes of the Town in the 
full amount thereof, $380,000, under and pursuant to Chapter 300 of the 
Acts of 1969. 


_ Mr. Hancock stated that the reason for the article and motion is to 
take advantage of Article 300, Special act of legislation. We acted in 1968 
because we expected Corps of Engineers would advertise for bids before 
now. Chapter 300 puts borrowing outside debt limit—would permit us to 
borrow for 20 years rather than 10 years and would make it possible for us 
to borrow total sum—no down payment. If we adopt this article or vote 
this motion as read, bonds will be prepared for us by bond counsel—so no 
question about issuance of bonds. The $20,000 previously transferred—we 
had to have down payment—this would be put back in available cash and 
be available for us to use next year, or any unspent portions of it. 20-year 
term would make annual payments less. Cost of interest would be same in 
either case, 10 or 20-year, the total amount of interest being double in 20- 
year period. 


Mr. Herman DeSilva wanted to know if Finance Committee had fig- 
ured this out, because he calculated that we would be saving money by 
staying with our original action because of higher interest rates now. 


Mr. Hancock replied that Finance Committee had carefully considered 
this matter. As far as tax rates and interest rates are concerned, this is 
not the only matter town will want to consider favorably; we do not have 
this single matter to think about. In order to arrive at total interest in 10- 
year period—average amount owed over the 10 or 20 years would be rough- 
ly half of total—round figures $200,000. We don’t know for certain until 
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we take bids on the bond—they will probably cost us about 6%, 5.6 to 6.25. 
If we used approximate figure, it would cost us $120,000 for 10-year period, 
roughly double for 20-year period. 


Mrs. Salvatore Del Deo said that it was her understanding that this 
particular article does not determine time span of loan. 


Mr. Hancock replied that article simply says we authorize bond issue, 
Chapter 300 of Acts of 1969, which provides that we may borrow the money 
for up to 20 years. Finance Committee recommends we take advantage of 
this chapter. May be advantageous to take the 10-year; can be amended 
to say such. But, other things coming up for vote: 1, to build new Manor 
($14 million bond); water pumping station (probably $250,000 to $300,000) ; 
Master Plan implementation; sewer study. Therefore Finance Committee 
feels 20-year plan more reasonable. 


Mr. Arnold Dwyer asked if there were any reason for not deducting 
$20,000 we have already borrowed. 


Mr. Hancock replied that at the time we made transfer of $20,000 under 
then existing State Legislation, this was a requirement. Under Chapter 
300 we do not have that requirement and because of voting done last 
March, our so-called Free Cash or Available Funds became at all-time low. 
Finance Committee and Manager agree to have $20,000 get back to Avail- 
able Funds to get us in position for Town Meeting in March 1970. 


Mr. Munro Moore said Finance Committee at first considered very 
strongly 10-year plan, but tax rate would jump and be unfair to people. 
Plan is to try and set up schedule of holding smaller bond issues to 10 
years, larger one for longer periods. 


Mr. Hancock pointed out that Article 2 is type of small issue Finance 
Committee are referring to, on which Town had acted favorably. In an- 
swering question by Mr. DeSilva, Mr. Hancock explained estimate of cost 
was approximately $60,000. This would be for first year only; then pay- 
ments would gradually diminish as some are paid off each year. Same 
thing would apply to the $42,000 on 20-year issue as that is the way we 
do it. 


Mr. DeSilva then wanted to know if there were any definite word on 
when this project will begin. Will money be raised when job comes up. 


Mr. Hancock reported that we asked authorization for this bond issue 
last November, believing at that time that the Corps of Engineers would 
be in position to take bids. Delays interfered and then new National Ad- 
ministration took office. Outgoing Presidential budget of $800,000 was cut 
back to $100,000. When this occurred, Corps of Engineers decided to post- 
pone taking of bids; expected to go to bid last July, but with recommen- 
dation of President decided to delay bids until this Fall or early next 
Spring. Latest word is that House Ways and Means Sub Committee has 
recommended that $250,000 be appropriated by this Congress this year for 
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this particular project. Already a year ago $1,000,000 had been appropri- 
ated. Spoke to Engineers in Waltham and expect bids in March 1970. 

Mr. Dwyer declared his disapproval of this procedure; we had appro- 
_ priated $20,000 already which should not be moved to free cash but applied 
to this to reduce amount of borrowing. 


Mr. Malchman expressed confusion over Federal share of money. 


Mr. Hancock explained that the outgoing President had in his budget 
$800,000 for upcoming year to get this project under way. New President 
recommended cut-back from $800,000 to $100,000. It was upon this action 
of new President that Engineer Corps decided to postpone taking of bids 
although ready in July to do so. The proper Federal committee, whatever 
it may be, recommended (in newspapers recently) that this Congress ap- 
propriate $450,000 for this project. Recent conversation With Engineers in 
Waltham disclosed that they would in fact take bids in March. Engineers 
are not advertising for bids until or unless non-Federal funds are made 
available, which means we and the State must both pay our shares or they 
will not advertise for bids. Therefore, we should take this action so that 
when they are ready for our share, we will not have delayed the project. I 
See nothing illegal, improper, or wrong about rescinding our former vote 
which means the $20,000 shall remain whence it came. No harm if you 
want to reduce amount by the $20,000. Recommendation of Town Manager 
and Finance Committee to transfer this amount so it will be available to 
us next year. 


Mr. Malchman said he understood we are not making any progress on 
-the Federal level. 


Mr. DeSilva asked if Engineer Corps would not let project out to bid 
until they have our money, and did we appropriate this money. 


Mr, Hancock replied that we did in November 1968, but rather than 
sell the bonds, which meant interest to be paid on bonds, we preferred to 
wait until Engineers told us they were ready. Would have been foolhardy 
for us to have sold them last December and paid interest on them, so we 
purposely delayed until Engineers are ready. That is time to sell. 


Mr. Nicholas Wells expressed the feeling that since the town has strug- 
gled 20 years to have Harbor of Refuge it is time for us to take last posi- 
tive step so that there will be no blocks to this project. 


Mr. DeSilva wanted to know what control the Finance Committee has 
over free cash and was told that Finance Committee can only recommend. 


Mrs. Del Deo said that since we have $1,000,000 this leaves us % million 
Short. Obviously coming from Federal Government. We should appro- 
priate this money. Wanted to know what prospects are when we get in 
middle of project. 


Mr. Hancock said that actually the amount of money Federal Gov- 
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ernment must give is nearly 2% million dollars total. Project cost original 
estimate roughly 11%4 million, has now increased to $3,550,000. They have 
already appropriated $1,043,000 and are irrevocably committed to this pro- 
ject; only question is “when”. 


Mr. Charles Mayo asked if we had chosen the type of breakwater and 
wondered if another modification would be made in view of obvious change 


in prices involved. 


Mr. Hancock said that since last get-together with Engineers, a hear- 
ing Engineers held here attended by Harbor of Refuge Committee, there 
had been no request on their part for us to consider anything other than 
pian we settled on. . 


Mr. Mayo wanted to know, if there were modifications, would we still 
have opportunity to withdraw. 


Mr. Hancock knew of no reason to expect that Engineers would build 
anything less than planned, and if they did think of doing so, we should 
not give them the money. 


Mr. Wells then spoke of the Cost-tc-Benefit ratio. Stretched over 
years because it was fixed so as not to exceed original amount. This threw 
benefit out of calibration: As result of great deal of work, consulting with 
boat builders, etc., which was considered in Cost-to-Benefit ratio, we 
started to approach this Cost-to-Benefit ratio, tailoring down size of 
breakwater—it was compressed a little and cost to Government was not 
so large. Now they cannot change it. 


Mr. Cabral thought that, with rising cost of everything today, price 
might be double the $380,000 if not constructed within a year. 


Mr. Hancock replied that if cost is not $3% million, and becomes $4 
million, we are still $760,000, or $380,000, our half. 


Motion carried: 108 yes. 2 no. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$2,000 for the construction of parking facilities off Conwell Street and ad- 
jacent to Chapter 90 road construction within the Railroad right of way 
from Conwell Street to Howland Street, and to meet the aforesaid appro- 
priation to see if the Town will transfer $2,000 from the Parking Meter Re- 
ceipts Account, or do anything in relation thereto. (As requested by the 
Selectmen and Town Manager) 


Mr. Perry moved Article 4 as printed. Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to accept the layout of the 
access road from School property to Shank Painter Road, as shown and 
delineated on a plan of said layout made by Francis J. Alves, C.E., dated 
February 1967, entitled “Town of Provincetown Plan of Parking Areas and 
Road connecting with Shank Painter Road”, as laid out by the Board of 
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Selectmen, July 1969, or do anything in relation thereto. 


(Awaiting Town 
Counsel advice to Planning Board) 


B. To see if the Town will name the right of way described in Part A, 
or do anything in relation thereto. | 


* Mr. Steele asked if this were a petitioned article to which Mr, Hancock. 
replied that it was not. : 


Mr. Shartle brought up that Planning Board requested State accep- 
tance, believing that, before street could be accepted, public hearing should 
be held. = 


ts Mr. Snow declared that back in 1967 when parking plan proposed and 
voted, appropriate steps were taken. 


Discussion as to why did not appear on warrant—Planning Board did 
not petition this article. Mr. Hancock felt there was misprint and should 
have said at bottom of article: at the request of Selectmen and Town 
Manager. 


' Mr. DeRiggs moved that Article 5 be accepted as read and it was de- 
cided to vote on Parts A and B separately. 


Motion changed to vote Part A as read. 


Mr. Wells declared Planning Board expressed no opposition to this. 
Reason for requesting opinion of Town Counsel—we have before us a regu- 
lar procedure to follow for street layouts. As long as we are not remiss 
and Town Counsel] confirms propriety of action, majority of Planning 
Board expresses no opposition. 


Part A carried. 


Opening discussion on Part B, Mr. Wells asked what was procedure of 
naming streets in town. Open for suggestions tonight for name. 


Mr. Hancock moved we name it Park Lane because of so many park- 
ing lots along way. 


Mr. Munro Moore mentioned amendment for alternate name—Mr. 
Taves has amendment. 


Mr. Taves then moved that name be Captain Birdie’s Road (skipper of 
Rose Dorothea). 


Mr. Snow suggested that all ideas for names be kept on list and each 
one voted separately, and he so moved. Those interested suggest names 
and then vote; could be subject to approval of Moderator. 


Mr. Moore did not favor the first name; has no bearing. Second name, 
by Mr. Taves, familiar name of our most famous fishing vessel. This is 
seafaring town. Name should have something to do with history of Prov- 
incetown. 
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Mr. DeSilva felt it was mistake to choose name tonight. Too many 
people. Would Board of Selectmen have authority to select name, or may- 
be have contest in schools, or have committee to choose names and bring 


to town meeting. 


Mr. Perry stated that he thought he originated this idea—naming for 
fishing captains—John A. Cook (then he read names of several captains). 
Good idea to name some of our streets after these captains. 


Mr. Moore said it had been announced that at tonight’s meeting we 
would name this street and then he withdrew his motion. 


Mr. Gutzler felt that Selectmen should be given authority to name 
streets after captains of the past, or Indians, or Harry Kemp, or anything 
suitable for town. Historic characters of past. So moved. 


Mr. Bell wanted to amend motion to say “events”. 


Mr. Gutzler said anything pertaining to history of town; that Select- 
men be given authority to name roads after historical persons, events, or 
significant happenings of the past. 


Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 6. To see what the Town will name the Railroad right of 
way in which the Chapter 90 construction of a roadway has been auth- 
orized from Conwell Street to Howland Street, or do anything in relation 
thereto. (As requested by the Selectmen and Town Manager) 


Mr. Taves moved that the Town name the Railroad right of way in 
which the Chapter 90 construction of a roadway has been authorized from 
Conwell Street to Howland Street Harry Kemp Way. 


Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will appropriate $500 for use by the 
850th Anniversary Committee, and to meet the aforesaid appropriation to 
see if the Town will vote to transfer $300, the unspent balance of Article 
84 of the 1969 Annual Town Meeting, and $200 from the Patriotic Observ- 


ances Account, or do anything in relation thereto. (As requested by the 
Selectmen and Town Manager) 


Mr. ‘aves moved that the Town appropriate $500 for use by the 350th 
Anniversary Committee, and to meet the aforesaid appropriation (to see 
if the Town will vote) to transfer $300, the unspent balance of Article 34 


of the 1969 Annual Town Meeting, and $200 from the Welfare U. S. Grants 
Account. 


Mr. Shartle asked for an explanation of Article 34. 


Mr. Hancock explained that there was $300 not spent on Old Home 
Week; therefore it was available. 


Motion carried. 
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Mr. Snow spoke in reference to 350th Anniversary still trying to get off 
ground and pleaded with interested citizens to attend forthcoming meeting. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will authorize the Town Manager, 
pursuant to the municipal purposes of developing the Town’s economy and 
its fishing industry, to execute a long-term lease for the purpose of accom- 
modating the construction of a modern fish processing plant, on a portion 
of the recently acquired, (from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts), 48- 
acre area on the westerly side of Route 6, commonly known as Evans Field, 


or do anything in relation thereto. (As requested by the Selectmen and 
Town Manager) 


Relating to this Article. Mr. Hancock moved that the Town, pursuant 
to the municipal purpose of developing its economy, vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to appoint an “Industrial Park Committee” consisting 
of three members (a representative of the fishing industry, a representa- 
tive of local banking interests, and a local businessman) to study the ad- 
visability of establishing an Industrial Park on a portion of the area sur- 
rounding Evans Field, and to report their recommendations to the Plan- 
ning Board and the Town. 


Mr. Hancock gave the following reasons for his motion: 


_1. Would like declaration from this body that it would consider in- 
dustrial park; good for economy. 


2. Proponents of fish processing plant, in view of sentiment, withdrew 
request for construction at this time. 


3. Planning Board indicated their interest in this area. Will hear 
town thoughts in near future in order to finalize their thinking with re- 
gards to zoning. 


4. If we establish a portion or any area as industrial park, we become 
eligible for State and /or Federal monies which we would not otherwise be 
eligible for. 


Proposed that committee of 3 report to Planning Board to assist them 
for zoning recommendations at next town meeting. 


Mr. Moore said that, prior to this meeting, Town Manager had con- 
veyed substitute motion, and that Finance Committee recommends substi- 
tute motion. 


Mr. Wells opposed motion because of its being too special. Not pre- 
pared to say committee like this is ideal structure. Opposed because Plan- 
ning Board, immediately upon knowledge that town became vested with 
title, undertook to fulfill its duties as a town-constituted board and 
launched inquiry into uses of this land. Unspoiled section of town. Things 
to consider: How should be zoned. Without recommendation from Plan- 
ning Board to Town Meeting concerning zoning, none of these uses can be 
taken. Must be immediate action to protect interests of community at 
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large from something intruding upon this land. Planning Board tried to 
anticipate some of these. Evans Field is located here, which may involve 
Recreation Commission. We hear the subject of a new Town Manor, per- 
haps a new Town Hall. Master Plan must also be considered—parking lot 
planned in that area. Certain marginal areas may be feasible to exchange 
with Park Commission. Mr. Wells moved that the matter be postponed 
indefinitely. 


Mr. Hancock said that if we postpone this now, some group may pre-. 
sent something for economic benefit of town, and if we have no committee 
to prepare us with advice, we are right back where we are now, Industrial 
commission will not interfere in any way with Planning Board. In com- 
munities in this State which have an industrial park commission, the in- 
dustrial development commission is a completely independent function 
from the Planning Board. nice 


Mr. Cyril Patrick, Jr., was also in favor of having this matter post- 
poned indefinitely. Matter belongs in Planning Board’s hands. Perhaps 
all right to have Industrial Park Commission at some future time. This 1s 
new land and it is Planning Board’s right to investigate and present at 
town meeting. 


Mr. Malchman then rose to point of order; felt that original motion 
was long way from what was advertised, and discussion a long way from 
what was written. 


The Moderator stated that the Motion is to indefinitely postpone. 


Mrs. Wells suggested that nothing could be lost by indefinitely post- 
poning. Parallel investigation could go on. First things first: matter 
should come before Planning Board at public hearing. 


Mr. Wells’ motion passed. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town of Provincetown will appropriate 
$3,000 for the repair or reconstruction of the drainage system at Howland 
and Bradford Street to correct flooding of area with tidal flow. (On peti- 
tion of Cyril J. Patrick and others) 


Mr. Patrick moved that the Town vote to transfer the sum of $3,000 
from the Welfare U. S. Grants Accounts, for the repair or reconstruction 
of the drainage system at Howland and Bradford Streets, to correct flood- 
ing of the area. | 


Mr. Patrick spoke of the flooding conditions. Area approved last year 
but Town Manager had to spend all the money on another project. Some 
work done at beach last week—just as stop-gap. Mentioned average tide 
of today brought 18 to 20 inches of salt water into street; playground also 
flooded. Petition of 187 signatures in favor of this article; money should 
be approved tonight. 


Motion carried. 
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ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town Will vote to revise the wording of 
Article 17 of the 1968 Annual Town Meeting, and Article 10 of the 1969 
Annual Town Meeting, by deleting the words “four inch frost proof” and 
substituting the following after “installation of”: “a year around water 
supply to serve the needs of all vessels and all MacMillan Pier operations”. 
(As requested by members of the Finance Committee) 


Mr. Bell moved Article 10 as printed. 


Mr, Bell stated the purpose of article is to get water down wharf in 
all weather. Present proposal, if Town Manager executes, would cost under 
$10,000. 


Motion carried. 


Town Meeting adjourned 9:20 p. m. 


REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Commission took a stand and asked the Selectmen to notify the 
Army Engineers to close the holes in the Breakwater at the West End of 
the Town, destroying our marsh clam flats and infiltrating sand into the 
west end of our harbor. 


; Our priority has come up and this work will not cost us a cent. With 
these holes in the Breakwater, it. defeats the very purpose for which it was 
built. 


‘We would like the Planning Board to make Clapp Pond and the area 
around it a conservation area. This is the best fish pond and water we 
have in Town, and we would hate to see this area and water polluted. 


We also would like to see the National Seashore put more carp in Pil- 
grim Lake, to take care of the herring fly situation; and to plant beach 
grass north of Pilgrim Lake to stabilize the dunes so the sand cannot blow 
into the lake. The sand is filling the lake from eighteen to thirty feet a 
year. 


We are watching the boards at the overpass so the water will be at the 
_ Tight level to sustain fish. When man breaks a link in the chain he always 
suffers the consequences.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS?’ SERVICES 


As with other departments of the Town of Provincetown, the cost of 
operations has shown an increase over the previous year. The increased 
cost of living, particularly housing, has been the primary cause of the in- 
crease in the individual budget. Medical, hospital and drug costs have 
shown a decided increase. 


A number of major cases of hospitalization, together with large doc- 
tors’ expenses, made it necessary to request additional funds, approximate- 
ly $10,000.00 at a Special Town Meeting. 


Through the efforts of this Department one of our infirm veterans 
was admitted to the Chelsea Soldiers Home for permanent residence; he 
was previously inpatient at Tewksbury Hospital. His admission was the 
culmination of two years’ work and waiting. 


On June 23-26, 1969 Provincetown hosted the Annual Meeting of Mass- 
achusetts Veterans’ Service Agents Association at the Provincetown Inn. 
Approximately 160 Veterans’ Agents and guests were in attendance. Your 
Veterans’ Agent was Chairman of the meeting.

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REPORT OF THE AIRPORT COMMISSION 


During this year there has been ‘the usual increase in the volume of 


. transient traffic. On a busy weekend the demand for plane parking can- 


not. be met. The Race Point National Seashore’s beach is an attraction 
which brings planes from “far-and wide” to spend just a few hours. It is 


-not unusual to see forty or fifty private planes on the limited parking 


area. 


The base operator, Provincetown-Boston Airline, Inc., continues to 
furnish excellent flight service to and from Provincetown year-round, 
which is greatly expanded during the period, May to November. 


The commission entered into a new “Operating Agreement” with the 
Provincetown-Boston Airline, Inc., for a period of three years, expiring 
December 31, 1972. The new operating fee is $5,000.00 per annum. 


in continuing the policy of upgrading the Provincetown Municipal 
Airport when and where possible, the commission has made application to 
the Federal Aviation Administration and the Massachusetts Aeronautics 
Commission for the following: 


1. Installation of Medium Approach Lights on runway “7”. 
2. Increased parking area for private planes. 
3. Overlay of Runway 7-25 to be considered. 


If the above projects are approved, no local Appropriated funds will 
be involved.

This is the twenty-third Annual Report ofthe Airport Manager to 
the Provincetown Airport Commission and the Town of Provincetown. : 


This past year was a very busy one at the Provincetown Municipal 
Airport. Provincetown-Boston Airline, Inc., reported an increase in all 
phases of its operations, but the largest increase was in the number of 
transient aircraft making use of the field. Provincetown is but a short 
flight from the New England States and this year the Airport was visited 
by many aircraft from distant States as well. 


The Town of Provincetown Water Department completed the water 
installation to the Transient Aircraft Registration Building in the 


spring. Since there is no heat in this building, the water is disconnected 
during the winter months. 


Projects planned for the airport. include the expansion of the tran- 
Sient aircraft parking area and the installation of instrument approach 
lights to be used in conjunction with the now installed instrument ap- 
proach to Runway 7. 


In the not too distant future, the runway will be in need of an over- 
lay as there has been some frost damage, particularly on the west end of 
the runway. ;

I am pleased to submit my seventh annual report for your considera- 
tion. 


EVALUATION OF THE PROVINCETOWN SECONDARY SCHOOL 


Just about 10 years ago Provincetown Secondary School was evaluated 
for the first time resulting in full acceptance into the New England Associ- 
ation of Colleges and Secondary Schools. Acceptance and affiliation with 
this organization is of prime importance. On every transcript for college 
or any school acceptance a school must note if it is accredited and, if so, 
of what accrediting association it is a member. Without this membership 
acceptances with accredited colleges or schools would be much more dif- 
ficult. 


EVALUATION GUIDED BY PHILOSOPHY AND OBJECTIVES 
OF INDIVIDUAL SCHOOLS 


-Evaluation is based on the principle that a school should be evaluated 
in terms of what it is striving to accomplish and according to the extent 
to which it is meeting the needs of the students enrolled and of the com- 
munity it serves. A school can hardly be considered a good school if it is 
responsible for the education of all youth in the community and yet offers 
a program in which only a highly selected part of the youth of the com- 
munity can make satisfactory progress. 


PREPARATION OF THE SCHOOL FOR EVALUATION 


For one part of the year the entire school staff has been involved in 
the self-evaluation process of all aspects and phases of our school. The 
first step was to establish a “steering” committee to have responsibility 
for planning and supervising the entire self-evaluation. This committee 
has the responsibility for naming members of all committees. It is not the 
responsibility of the steering committee to do the evaluation, but rather 
to inform the staff of the importance of the self-study. 


Each subcommittee has the responsibility of completing the self- 
evaluation of the specific area to which it is assigned. The results are 
based on numerical checklists which are reported to the entire faculty for 
modification or approval and for specific recommendations regarding the 
strength and weakness of that area. 


THE VISITING COMMITTEE 


The final stage of the evaluation process is the work of the visiting 
committee. The purpose of this committee is to provide a check on the 
self-evaluation carried out by the school staff. 


The agency sponsoring the evaluation should select its own committee. 
The committee has representatives for all major subject fields as well as 
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persons who are experienced in administration, guidance, library and 
audio-visual services. 


The Regional Accrediting Association has developed a helpful follow- 
up program and offers suggestions. “'The worst thing that could happen 
would be for nothing to be done; but on the other hand, it would be al- 
most as bad to attempt to change everything ‘overnight’.” The logical 
process for most schools is to develop a carefully organized plan for im- 
proving the school’s program over a period of time in keeping with the 
findings of the evaluation team. a 


Again this year in mid-March some twenty representatives of the ace 
crediting association will visit our School for three days to study and 
observe. We are confident of a good report but we must be cognizant that 
full accreditation for a 10-year period becomes increasingly difficult due 
to the pressures and demands of society. 


It would be remiss of me, especially at this time of evaluation, if I 
didn’t commend Mr. George Leyden, Principal (retired) and Mr. David 
Murphy, Assistant Principal (retired) for their excellent performance and 
wisdom pertaining to school matters.

ORGANIZATION 


Since the smooth operation of a modern high school depends on a 
division of responsibility, the completion of the departmentalizing process 
here at the high school was a primary concern this year. This structure, 
in which each area of the curriculum has a chairman who holds regular 
meetings with the teachers in his area, has led to greater utilization of 
faculty experiences and improved faculty-administration communications. 


Under this system Department Chairmen and members of the faculty 
have had the opportunity to formulate immediate and long range goals 
while working on budgets for their specific areas. This procedure will 
result in greater curriculum continuity and maximum use of education 
funds. 

INNOVATIONS 

During the year 1969 several innovations have increased the effective- 

ness of our high school. The installation of new seats and carpeting in 
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our auditorium have expanded the use of this facility for the students and 


the general public. It has also stimulated a greater interest and partici- 
pation in the whole field of fine arts. 


In the Mathematics Department, the acquisition of the Wang Com- 
puter has enriched our entire curriculum. It can be utilized in several 
Subject areas and by students of all abilities, 


The addition of a Metals Dep 


artment in our Industrial Arts Program 
has provided another opportunit 


y for students to learn a practical skill. 


The purchase of hundreds of new b 


ooks has increased our library’s 
yearly circulation to well over 11,000. 


Through close communication with our Department Chairmen, plans 
have been developed for curriculum coordination, revision, and expansion. 
Complete coordination of the junior-senior high school curriculum with 
those of the Provincetown and Truro Elementary Schools is the first step 
in this plan. This coordination is essential to a smooth and meaningful 
transition from elementary to secondary education, 


Once this is accomplished, we can proceed to the revision and eX= 


pansion of our curriculum to accommodate the increasing needs of our 
community. 


Courses in Electronics, Spanish, Stenotype, Computer Mathematics, 
- Psychology, Sociology, Reading Remediation and Development, Distribu- 
tive Education, to name a few, may be considered.

It is my feeling that the Veterans Memorial School is one of the finest 
elementary schools in southeastern Massachusetts. When considering the 
size of the school, the Special Services provided for are second to none. The 
pupil /teacher ratio is probably one of the lowest in the State. The pupils 
are in need of very little as far as texts, supplies and materials are con- 
cerned. The pride of the custodial staff reflects itself in a well maintained 
physical plant and the cafeteria services are beyond reproach. 


These things did not happen overnight. Rather instead, it took many 
years of dedication on the part of many individuals to have this “School” 
happen. We who are involved in the “School” now have inherited this 
dedication and have charged ourselves with the task of making the Vet- 
erans Memorial School an even greater tribute to Provincetown than it 
already is. 


The reading program for Grades Four, Five and Six continues to be a 
positive step in the right direction. With the ground work having been 
laid over the course of the past three years, the program is now beginning 
to blossom and bear fruit. 


The advent of the Elementary Guidance program continues to assist 
children who are burdened with problems other than an academic nature. 
The continued growth of this program coupled with the possibilities of the 
Clinical Teaching Center in Wellfleet, will undoubtedly be the determining 
factors of success or failure in “life” for many of our pupils. 
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The Library continues to be a center of great interest to the pupils 
even though it shares the same small quarters with the Reading Room. It 
is my hope that we will be able to acquire a full room next year to house 
the Library. This will enable us to double the amount of materials and 
incorporate some of our audio /visual equipment and supplies in the same 
facility. These with a few well placed carrels will turn this area into a 
first rate learning center. 


The instrumental music program is experiencing an unparalleled 
growth period. Enthusiasm has brought well over three dozen pupils into 
the program. Visitors in the school on Mondays and Fridays are greeted 
by an array of crude but melodious sounds as they enter the building. Be- 
cause of the number of pupils, lack of Space and conflict with the physical 
education program, the front hall is temporarily being used as our music 
room. 


So far we have had several fine Assembly programs which the children 
have enjoyed not only in observing, but also participating in. 


_ I have found my experiences to date as principal of the Veterans 
Memorial School to be promising, exciting, challenging and rewarding. It 
is a pleasure to be an instrumental factor in the educational growth of the 
pupils of Provincetown. 


Finally, I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Province- 
town School Committee, the Superintendent of Schools and the entire 
staff of the Veterans Memorial School for their help and cooperation dur- 
ing the school year. 


UNION ELEMENTARY COUNSELOR 
| MADELINE M. MOREY 


The establishment of an Elementary Union Counselor as a Single 
position has been most beneficial in that it is now possible to spend more 
time on preventative counseling. Our ultimate goal is to screen our young-~ 
Ssters at a very early age and to anticipate and obtain help for children 
with problems before the problems assume crisis proportion. 


Many steps have been taken in this direction. Through the cooperation 
of the remedial reading teacher, Mrs. Ehrmann, Frostig screening tests 
have been administered to every primary age child suspected of having 
difficulties in the perceptual area. Remedial techniques have been em- 
ployed in those instances where it is evident that imperceptions existed. 
We are working on a plan to utilize the physical education program in 
helping to improve the motor coordination of all elementary school pupils. 
Studies done by experts in the remedial reading field have proven that 
there is a distinct correlation between motor skills and reading ability. 


We have, at present, four children attending residential schools par- 
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ticularly fitted to give them the assistance each one needs as an individual. 
Progress reports for these children have been extremely encouraging. 


We have been most fortunate in having the expert diagnostic and 
treatment facilities of the Cape Cod Mental Health Association and most 
particularly Dr. Robert Blanchard to give counsel and assistance in help- 
ing children and their families recognize and resolve specific problems of 
adjustment. 


Some rather serious situations have been avoided or worked out in 
individual children’s best interests through the understanding assistance 
of police officers, welfare workers, truant officer, school nurse, principal, 
teachers, parents, superintendent, clergy and school committee. We are 
very grateful to these people for their real interest in the total welfare of 
the children of their community and their willingness to do everything in 
their power to help these children in any way possible. This kind of team 
work, so necessary to assist children to grow into worthwhile adult mem- 
bers of their community, is often sadly lacking in many situations. 


Your counselor has long recognized that some few children with more 
serious emotional difficulties and/or perceptual handicaps need specific, 
consistent, full day programs administered by people highly skilled in 
treatment of the child’s specific area of difficulty. We have, as previously 
stated, been able to arrange for private residential placement for a few of 
our youngsters. This is not possible for all children seriously needing 
assistance in one or the other of these fields because of the expense in- 
volved and the difficulty in achieving proper placement. For some two 
and one half years, in connection with people from neighboring towns, we 
have been working on the concept of establishing a clinical learning center 
where it would not be necessary to remove children from their homes and 
yet give them the kind of learning situation that would be best geared to 
help them overcome individual problems. 


As of this date, and after many meetings with school committees, 
superintendents and state and federal officials, this dream seems about to 
become a reality with the establishment of such a center at the former 
Wellfleet Job Corp site. The Cape Cod Mental Health clinic will also be 
located at this site to provide daily psychological consultant services and 
treatment. Specialized teaching personnel will instruct the more seriously 
handicapped youngsters with the ultimate goals being good personal and 
school adjustment and academic progress commensurate with each child’s 
abilities. 


The only aspect of the counselor’s working milieu which could be im- 
proved would be the provision of a specific work area where the counsel- 
ing of children and parents can be undertaken with the maximum of 
privacy. This is also needed to administer uninterrupted individual psy- 
chological tests. 
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GUIDANCE DIRECTOR 
ANITA R. BERMAN 


As Guidance Director for the Provincetown Junior-Senior High 
School, I herewith submit my report for the calendar year 1969. 


Continuing in the tradition of a guidance program being one which is 
available to all students, I have continued my policy of scheduled appoint- 
ments for all students both on a regular basis and at the students’ request. 


The schoolwide testing program continues to operate on all grade 
levels, seven through twelve. In grades seven and eight the SRA Achieve- 
ment Tests were given in October. Students in grade eight are also given 
The Lorge-Thorndike Test of Mental Ability in the spring. In grades 9 
through 12, The Iowa Tests of Educational Development were given during 
the schoolwide testing period in October. Students in grades 9 and 10 are 
given the National Educational Development Tests in March and students 
in grade 11 are given The National Merit Scholarship Qualifying Test, The 
Kuder Interest Inventory and the Otis Test of Mental Ability. The Pre- 
liminary Scholastic Aptitude Test is given to students in grades 11 and 12, 
and predicts test performance on College Board Scholastic Aptitude Tests. 


As a follow-up to the achievement testing program, a teacher work- 
shop was held on December 9, 1969. Following this schoolwide meeting, 
individual department meetings were held to further analyze test data 
- and to discuss possible curriculum changes where indicated. 


On the Junior High School level, two new guidance activities have 
been initiated. Regularly scheduled individual parent conferences are be- 
ing held, as time permits, and will continue throughout the school year. 
It is my desire to foster a closer school-parent relationship through these 
conferences in the hope that the student will be the benefactor of any 
mutual recommendations. Group meetings with parents of eighth grade 
students and with parents of seniors have also been held. A Junior High 
School Career Planning Project has been presented to the Junior High 
School teachers and is presently in the process of development. It is 
hoped that through this individualized project that students will survey 
the “world of work” and explore career possibilities of interest to them. 
Although this endeavor will be a guidance department project, all teachers 
will be involved in various capacities. The local community will also be 
called upon to cooperate in certain aspects of this project. 


In terms of the over-all guidance program, in addition to testing, 
guidance activities have included counseling regarding course selection, 
educational and occupational planning, and college placement. Also coun- 
seling individual students regarding personal or school problems either 
through teacher referral or self-referral has been the core of the guidance 
program. In order to acquaint our students with the offerings of various 
institutions of higher education, I have arranged for representatives of 
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these schools to visit Provincetown High School. Schools who have sent 
representatives to visit us include The University of Massachusetts, Nas- 
son College, Middlebury College, The Computer Institute, Cape Cod Com- 
munity College, United States Coast Guard Academy, Johnson & Wales 
Business College, The Emery School, New England College, Vermont Col- 
lege, Belknap College, Burdett College and The Massachusetts Maritime 
Academy. 


I have continued to work with the Massachusetts Rehabilitation Com- 
mission in helping our seniors who qualify for this agency’s help, to obtain 
approval so that the cost of their higher education iS subsidized. Five 
students in the Class of 1969 were approved by this agency. 


In continuing my policy of attending professional conferences and 
meetings in order to avail myself and the school system of the latest and 
most pertinent information relative to guidance, I have attended the fol- 
lowing events during 1969: New England Personnel and Guidance Confer- 
ence, November 10 and 11, and The Conference on “Careers of the Seven- 
ties” sponsored by Lasell Junior College and the Newton Chamber of Com- 
merce on March 31. I have also attended meetings of The Cape Cod Guid- 
ance Association which sponsors the “All Cape College Day” which our 
Juniors and Seniors attend. This event was held this year at Lawrence 
High School in Falmouth. 


I have continued as sponsor of the Future Teachers of America. The 
group, both last year and this year, continues to observe and help at the 
Veterans Memorial School. The group sponsored a Book Fair at the high 
school this year and also visited Bridgewater State College. The FTA also 
held an appreciation reception and tea on St. Patrick’s Day for the faculty 
of the Junior-Senior High School. Members offer tutoring services to 
younger students, assisted as ushers during American Education Week, and 
have helped in cafeteria supervision. 


I have tried to organize a guidance program which offers regular and 
special services to students, faculty, and parents. I have also made my 
services available to alumni who have accepted my open invitation to call 
upon me whenever I can be of assistance. 


COMMERCIAL DEPARTMENT 
KATHLEEN J. MEDEIROS 


I herewith submit the 1969 calendar report of the Commercial Depart- 
ment of the Provincetown High School. 


Our Stenography classes are now using the IBM Selective Listening 
System. Under this system, we have twelve student listening stations set 
up which are connected to the Teacher’s Control Unit on which belts are 
played. The students are provided with head sets from which they take 
dictation at varying rates of speed. This past year a second Dictating and 
Transcribing Unit was purchased with Federal Funds. It is now possible 
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to have the slow learner take dictation at a slower pace without conflict- 
ing or disturbing the students who are working at a faster pace. With this 
device extra help and make-up arrangements can be readily prepared and 
available to the students who seek remedial work. In transcription, em- 
phasis is placed on punctuation and spelling as a good secretary must be 
able to spell and punctuate correctly, 


Our two-year bookkeeping course is 
machines: namely, the Monroe posting m 
the acquisition of the Wang Computer 
transactions.

We are continuing the personal typewriting to all students twice week- 
ly during the activity period for all Non-Commercial students who can fit 
it in their schedule. Thus college bound students are taught the key 
board, how to prepare outlines, and the proper manner in which to type a 
theme or report. The Commercial Course students are required to take 
typing with their Stenography classes. 


During the past year, we have been engaged in: 
1. Preparation of football programs for all home games. 


2. Preparation of programs for Awards Night, Class Day, Senior 
Play, Spring Festival, and the series of concerts presented at 
the close of the year. 


3. Preparation of school calendars for 1970 which have been dis- 
tributed in both schools. 


4. Duplication of the Mayflower Messenger, the monthly publi- 
cation prepared by the Veterans Memorial School. 


5. Preparation and duplication of our own school newspaper 
which is to be released at the close of the year and again in the 
spring. 


6. Assistance in the preparation of the Lion’s Club bulletin. 
7. Duplication of school notices for Open House, Guidance De- 
partment Interview Forms, Parental Permission forms for the 


various field trips, and other miscellaneous materials needed 
by both the Guidance Department and the Principal’s office. 


' 8. Handling of the school insurance funds: i.e. collecting, totaling, 
and reporting to the insurance office. 


In December, the bookkeeping students along with the Trigonometry 
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classes under the supervision of Mr. Edward Dahill were privileged to visit 
the New England Telephone and Telegraph Computer Center in Quincy 
for a tour of the plant. We are indebted to Mr. Edward Cross for making 
this opportunity available to us. 


At the present time our commercial graduates of June 1969 are fur- 
thering their education in the business field at Katherine Gibbs, Salem 
Teachers College, Becker Business College, and Bryant College to mention 
a few. Reports on these students indicate that the training received while 
in high school has provided them with the proper foundation for them to 
find their niche at the college level with little or no difficulty. 


On the deficit side of the picture, the pre-requisite of a C in English 
for admission to Stenography I was dropped. In addition, Commercial 
English was also deleted from the Program of Studies for 1969-1970. Be- 
cause I feel that a student cannot succeed in Shorthand, without the pro- 
per foundation in spelling, business vocabulary, and punctuation, a course 
in Business English for commercial students should be of primary concern 
and once again offered to the student early in the high school curriculum. 


Because all of our best students are continuing their education in the 
business field, we have been limited with suitable candidates for the local 
business offices who have sought employees in the past. There are a few 
fine openings locally that I regret we have not been able to fill because of 
the lack of skills required. 


A second full-time teacher is urgently needed in this department so 
that we may offer typewriting to all students in our high school, introduce 
a course in Business Law, and possibly a course in Stenotyping along with 
the Gregg Shorthand that is now offered. 


May I take this opportunity to express my gratitude to my supervisors 
and co-workers for their cooperation and understanding. 


SUPERVISOR OF ART 
FREDERICK W. SHAW, JR. 


I herewith submit my annual report as art supervisor for Provincetown 
Junior-Senior High School. 


As I begin this report for the tenth year as Art Supervisor, I would 
like to reflect briefly on some of the past accomplishments of our students 
in the field or art. Several of our students have gone on to study art in 
college and commercial art schools, and are now working in the “field”. 
Our students have accumulated sixteen ribbons and other awards in Cape- 
wide competition and one of our students won a gold medal in competition 
with schools from all over New England. 


It is my aim to make our art department “second to none”. But, in 
order to achieve this goal there is much to be done, and cooperation among 
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the students, faculty, administration, and towns 
priorities. Before our goal is realize 
Some of these are as follows: 


people is one of the top 
d there are several needs to be met. 


1. It is important that a four year, continuous program, be instituted 


at the earliest time possible. The program has been developed, 
but the difficulty lies in scheduling. 


2. Additional facilities and equipment are needed to handle the in- 
creasing number of students in the department. For example we 
have working space for 30 students. Many classes now exceed that 
number. Additional display shelves and storage shelves are needed, 
especially for three-dimensional works. With both the Junior and 
Senior High classes using the same room these changes are neces- 
Sary. Additional equipment to facilitate ceramics, jewelry making, 


oil painting and sculpture are extremely necessary to the course 
of study. 


3. Some physical changes in the art room itself is necessary to im- 
prove the program. Room-darkening equipment should be installed 
to allow the use of audio-visual aids. Room dividers might be in- 
stalled to separate the working area from the general classroom, 
thereby allowing individual students to pursue their projects with- 
out disturbing the balance of the class. 


I feel we are making progress toward our goal this year. Permanent 
display areas for the students’ work have been allotted the art department. 
_ These displays are rotated and changed periodically, giving all the stu- 
dents a chance to see the creative work being done by their fellow students. 


Field trips to local exhibits, and for Sketching purposes, as well as 
_ drawing upon the wealth of local talent for demonstrations and lectures, 
is now in the planning stage. 


I am quite pleased with the quality of our students’ work. Many com- 
pliments were paid to them as a result of the “Open House” exhibit in 
November. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the school personnel and all others who 
have aided me during the year. 


HOUSEHOLD ARTS DEPARTMENT 
MARY D. ROWE 


I herewith submit my annual report for the Household Arts Depart- 
ment for the Provincetown Junior-Senior High School. 


Because all girls should be familiar with homemaking, Household Arts, 
is an integral part of the school program, Each girl is given the oppor- 
tunity to learn the rudiments of good cooking and to master the essentials 
of sewing and homemaking. 
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The seventh grade girls have learned both the basic stitches of sewing 
and the efficient operation of the sewing machine. Each student has fin- 
ished an apron which will be used in Foods classes. The girls are now 
making a simple cotton skirt and will learn how to put in a zipper. 


The eighth grade course of study includes a study of nutrition and the 
application of the principles learned by planning menus and orders. A 
breakfast unit and the making of cookies and candy for the holiday season 
are also included. 


Clothing classes with the eighth grade students teach the students 
how to use commercial patterns. It is through the use of these patterns 
that shifts, skirts, and slacks are made. 


The State-Aid Vocational Household Arts Program provides the high 
school students with two periods of classes daily. Curtains for the audi- 
torium and refreshments for Open House have been two of the projects of 
the high school girls this year. In addition, the students have completed 
several sewing projects. 


Cooking and serving breakfast, a luncheon unit, and making Christ- 
mas cookies and candy are a few of the areas comprising the Foods unit. 
The study of food nutrients, planning menus, and budgeting the family in- 
come are also studied. 


Notebooks on home management and personal appearance are re- 
quired. To receive credit for the course each girl must complete one hun- 
dred and ninety (190) hours of home projects which correlates their class- 
room study to the home situation. 


Units on child care, textiles, the preparation and serving of dinners, 
and home nursing complete the training of the girls in the Vocational 
Household Arts Course.

HIGH SCHOOL ATHLETIC DIRECTOR 
STEPHEN C. GOVEIA 


_ With the retirement of David J. Murphy, for many years the Athletic 
Director at Provincetown Senior and Junior High School, I have recently 
been appointed to this position. Therefore, I wish to submit my first an- 
nual report. 


ATHLETIC PROGRAMS 
We are somewhat unique in our situation here in Provincetown. Our 
school is participating in Varsity sports against schools which are larger in 
enrollment than we are.

Everybody seems to work hard in life to enjoy the eventual opportunity 
of leisure time, but when it comes some do not know what to do with 
themselves and become bored. We are unique as individuals in that our 
bodies demand activity. There are numerous activities available in which 
Wwe can be involved, some vigorous and some not so vigorous. 
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My philosophy is to try and introduce to the youngsters as many activ- 
ities as can be brought into the school system that could possibly be useful 
to them in later life in their leisure time, 


This year for example we have increased our Archery program and 
plan to add Table Tennis and Indoor Bowling to the program. Eventually 
Golf will also be introduced into the Physical Education program. 


What I am trying to do is to get as many individual sports into the 
program as possible, especially for the upperclassmen who desire tha 
chance to express themselves as individuals.

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ELEMENTARY PHYSICAL EDUCATION 
KEITH PRITCHARD 


I hereby submit the annual Elementary Physical Education report. 


Although the past year has seen a remarkable change in the Physical 
Education program due to the acquisition of new equipment, the program 
is still:‘short of its goal to develop the total child. The children are gen- 
erally tremendously enthusiastic to learn new body mechanics, as they 
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should be, and the frustration is evident in their faces as they are re- 
strained from total development. 


Not only is more equipment needed, but the indoor facilities are in- 
adequate. At present the multi-purpose room at the Veterans Memorial 
School is being used, which, with the cafeteria, stage, and main entrance 
to the school adjacent or close by, it is very difficult for the children to 
concentrate. 


Although the results are not complete, indications are that the fifth 
and sixth grades are far below the national average after completing the 
American Association of Health, Physical Education and Recreation Youth 
Fitness Test. It is my intent to bring these scores up, and indications are 
good that eventually this will be done. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS DEPARTMENT 
ERNEST L. CARREIRO, JR. 


As instructor of industrial arts at Provincetown High School I respect- 
fully submit my seventh annual report. 


Scientific and technological achievements and sociological develop- 
ments have had a tremendous effect upon the educational community, 
within the recent years. Evaluation in curriculums, methods of instruc- 
tion, and methods of organization, prompted by increased enrollments have 
been reflected not only in the plan for education but also in the physical 
environment. Industrial arts as a part of the total program of education, 
is particularly sensitive to developments in education. 


Since industrial arts subject matter is rich in the material culture, it 
is included high on the list as a means of capturing the learner’s interest 
and enriching his concepts. From a study of industrial arts school chil- 
dren can gain new meanings and understandings about the world in which 
they live. Pupils who can only see the finished products of industry have 
little knowledge of the technological processes involved in manufacturing 
them. Industrial arts provides the opportunity for pupils to learn about 
the impact of technology through real meaningful experiences. 


This year has proven to be a developmental year where the broaden- 
ing of our program has continued. Courses in power mechanics and elec- 
tricity have been added to the technical drawing, woodworking and metal- 
working courses. More and more students are involved in this program 
on both an elective and required basis. The kinds of activities experienced 
by our students can only interest more students and afford the greatest 
percentage of our student body an opportunity to share in the latest think- 
ing in education. 


We are presently at the crossroads, educationally speaking. Many very 
important decisions and changes are to be made in the coming year. I 
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only hope that careful consideration is given and all the alternative choices 
closely surveyed before plans are formulated. 


In conclusion I would like to thank Mr. Jackson Hibbert, for his co- 
operation and efforts in making our program as effective as possible. Also 
the school committee, administrators, teachers and most sincerely, the 
students who make my profession a worthwhile one to be involved with. 


SENIOR PRACTICAL ARTS 
MICHAEL A. PAPPAS 


As teacher of the Senior Practical Arts Course, I herein submit my 
fourth annual report. 


Our enrollment this year is as follows: 
7th grade 


4 
8th grade 4 
10th grade 1 
11th grade 4 


This year for the first time, we have integrated our students into the 
school program almost totally. Wherever a pupil has demonstrated the 
ability to handle the work in a regular academic subject he has been 
placed in that class. The same procedure is followed for study hall at- 

tendance. 


Also, for the first time we are undertaking a pilot program for the 
remediation of language disabilities found within the whole school popula- 
tion. Culmination of this program will indicate the effectiveness of ma- 
terials under consideration for use in an expanded school-wide program 
for the treatment of reading and language deficiencies. 


I wish to thank all and especially the School Committee and Adminis- 
tration for their help and cooperation in making the above possible. 


ELEMENTARY READING SUPERVISOR 
MARY LOU EHRMANN 


In the fall of 1966, after a year of study and self-evaluation, the cur- 
rent reading program in grades 4, 5, and 6 was adopted. It now seems 
advisable to restate the philosophy of this program and the manner in 
which it operates. 


As with all growth, the skills required to read are not acquired at the 
Same pace by each child. In order to meet the varied needs of most indi- 
viduals, the children in grades 4, 5, and 6 are assigned to a reading level 
regardless of their age or grade placement. This assignment is made fol- 
lowing a period of testing using the Gates MacGinitie Reading Tests, 
careful review of previous records, and observations made by teachers and 
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other professional personnel. Periodic reviews of each child’s development 
and progress enable us to keep the groups flexible, and for each child to 
progress at a pace commensurate with his ability and his own aspira- 
tions. The teacher is able to offer a program designed to strengthen 
weaknesses and to promote growth. Grades shown on report cards in 
Reading reflect progress on the level at which the child is currently 
working. 


As Reading Teacher, I meet with smaller groups, or preferably indi- 
viduals, who need more specialized help. 


In November I was able to attend a two-day Workshop sponsored by 
the Quincy Public Schools and the American Institute for Developmental 
Education entitled “Helping Children with Reading Problems”. Oppor- 
tunities of this nature enable me to keep in touch with reading programs 
in other areas, and to discuss varied and new approaches to meeting the 
needs of normal children who encounter difficulties in learning to read. 
The discussion of mutual problems provides a satisfaction in feeling that 
we are trying to meet a rising need to the best of our ability. 


In conclusion, there is always a need for self-evaluation on our part 
and exploration of a decided need for a continuing reading program be- 
yond the sixth grade. 


SCHOOL NURSE 
ANNA M. MOON 


Routine health work was carried out during the school year. Dr. 
Thomas Perry, school physician, conducted the immunization clinics, did 
physical examinations and was available whenever his services were re- 
quired. 


During 1969, the Massachusetts Department of Health concentrated 
on the elimination of mumps and German measles. 


Mumps immunization vaccine was given to 53 students in grades 7, 
8 and 9 in March. In November 164 students in grades K through 8 were 
given this vaccine. This covers most of the children in these grades who 
had not had the mumps. 


Because it has been found that German measles is responsible for 
many congenital defects in the newborn, a program to eliminate this 
disease is now in progress in the Massachusetts schools. Children, parti- 
cularly those in the lower grades, are the principle sources of infection. 
The German measles vaccine was licensed in June 1969 and is being given 
in Kindergarten through 3rd grades throughout the state. As this disease 
is often mimicked by other viral infections and a definite diagnosis often 
cannot be made, it is advised that all children with few exceptions, receive 
the vaccine. Out of 120 students in these grades, 114 received the German 
measles vaccine in December. 
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As in past years the work at the school dental clinic was done by Dr. 
Lucient Bouchard of Orleans.
